nnHK  basis  of  this  book  is  an  account  of  the  family  of 
Meliard,  of  Newcastle-under-Lyme,  in  Staffordshire, 
which  achieved  a  modest  prosperity  in  the  tanning  trade 
during  the  eighteenth  century.  Full  evidences  are  given, 
and  four  elaborate  chart  pedigrees  of  descendants;  as  well  as  much 
information  of  the  allied  families  of  Baddeley,  Bucknall  and  Jen- 
kinson. 

It  is  only  through  its  female  members  that  the  family  gains  any 
distinction.  The  eldest  branch  is  represented  by  the  descendants  of 
Mary  Meliard,  who  married  John  Bibby  of  Liverpool  in  1805, 
and  mothered  a  well-known  race  of  merchant  shipowners.  Detailed 
biographical  information  is  given  of  John  Bibby,  his  children  and 
grandchildren . 

About  60  pages  are  devoted  to  the  first  memoir  that  has  been 
written  of  Miss  Mulock  (Mrs  Craik),  daughter  of  Dinah  Meliard 
and  T.  S.  Mulock,  and  author  of  John  Halifax ,  Gentleman.  This 
contains  much  unpublished  information,  interesting  not  only  to  her 
kinsfolk,  but  to  all  that  wide  circle  in  this  country  and  America 
that  appreciates  her  novels. 

Another  memoir  of  equal  length  will  constitute  a  careful  review 
of  the  life  and  work  of  Thomas  Meliard  Reade  (son  of  Mary 


Mellard  and  \V.  J.  Rcadc),  a  self-instructed  man  of  science,  who  not 
only  made  a  great  many  original  contributions  to  geological  litera¬ 
ture,  but  also  established  some  new  physical  conceptions  in  regard 
to  the  history  of  the  earth.

PRELIMINARY  PREFACE 


To  Notes  and  Queries  for  12  November,  1927,  I  contributed  an 
article  giving  in  brief  the  result  of  enquiries  conducted  since  1925,  at 
the  expense  of  Mr.  George  Audley,  of  Liverpool,  into  the  history  of 
families  of  his  name.  The  principal  object  of  this  preliminary  state¬ 
ment  was  to  discover  if  there  were  other  genealogical  workers  who  had 
delved  with  much  advantage  in  the  same  field.  The  article  was  also 
reprinted  in  pamphlet  form  and  distributed  pretty  widely,  but  did  not 
bring  material  additions  to  our  knowledge  of  the  pedigree  of  any  branch 
of  the  Audley  family. 

It  has  been  Mr.  Audley’s  wash  from  the  beginning  that  the  great 
mass  of  information  collected  should  be  preserved  for  the  future  in  a 
printed  form,  and  this  first  Part  gives  promise  that  his  wish  is  in  a  fair 
way  of  being  achieved. 

The  foundations  of  these  pedigrees  have  been  laid  principally  with 
wills,  Chancery  proceedings  and  parish  registers.  Wills  being  centralized 
in  Probate  Registries,  and  Chancery  proceedings  at  the  Record  Office, 
can  be,  and  in  this  case  have  been,  pretty  well  exhausted  for  the  whole 
of  England,  as  regards  items  where  the  name  of  Audley  occurs  in  the 
index  or  calendar.  But  registers  it  is,  of  course,  only  practicable  to 
attack  in  parishes  with  which  other  records  show  the  family  to  have 
been  associated.  Printed  sources  have  been  well  ransacked,  but  here 
again  finality  is  quite  impossible. 

In  spite  of  all  that  has  been  done,  there  is  still  a  large  field  left 
open  for  intensive  research,  both  locally  and  at  the  Record  Office.  One 
can  go  on  interminably  with  such  enquiries,  and  it  was  thought  better 


to  print  the  results  of  a  broad,  comprehensive  sweep  of  the  more 
accessible  sources  while  it  was  still  in  a  manageable  form  than  to  risk 
non-publication  by  delay  and  increase  of  bulk.  One  can  often  rough 
out  a  decent  pedigree  in  a  few  days;  its  perfection  in  detail,  with  all 
the  family  connexions  elucidated,  may  occupy  years  of  labour.  And 
the  pedigrees  in  this  case  are  so  numerous,  and  so  scattered  in  their 
geographical  occurrence,  that  such  methods  of  perfection  would  not  be 
practicable  except  to  one  whose  whole  time  could  be  dedicated  to  the 
task. 

The  narrative  pedigree  with  which  I  conclude  each  section,  while 
not  giving  such  a  clear  picture  of  the  family  descents  as  a  tabular  one, 
allows  of  much  fuller  treatment  and  for  explanation  of  doubtful 
affiliations  and  other  debatable  points.  But  it  is  hoped  at  the 
conclusion  to  provide  key  pedigrees  in  tabular  form  which  will  make 
all  the  relationships  more  clear  and  provide  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the 
whole  book. 

Until  the  work  is  completed  and  a  proper  preface  and  list  of 
contents  can  be  provided,  I  must  refer  readers  to  the  Notes  a7id  Queries 
article  for  a  general  survey  of  the  ground  covered.

The  first  two  generations  of  this  family  have  no  authority,  so  far  as  I  have 
discovered,  except  that  of  the  Visitation  pedigree.  If  we  work  back  from  the 
baptism  of  Thomas  Audley  (son  of  Christopher)  in  1561,  and  allow  the  average  of 
33  years  to  a  generation,  we  arrive  at  1429  as  the  approximate  date  of  birth  of  his 
great-great-grandfather,  the  Thomas  Audley  who  starts  the  pedigree.  If  therefore 
this  last  was  an  “  illegitimate  son  of  Lord  Audley,”  as  stated,  and  the  calculation  is 
approximately  correct,  the  erring  peer  would  be  Tames  Tuchet  [1398  ?- 1459] , 
5th  Lord  Audley,  who  was  slain  at  the  Battle  of  Blore  Heath,  and  who  left  issue  by 
each  of  his  two  wives  (see  G.E.C.’s  Complete  Peerage).  But  the  authority  of  a 
Visitation  pedigree,  in  such  a  case,  has  not  much  weight,  and  speculation  based 
on  it  is  rather  idle. 

This  is  the  longest  and  most  extensive  pedigree  I  have  been  able  to  construct 
of  any  family  of  Audley,  apart  from  the  main  line  of  peers.  A  remarkable  fact,  to 
those  accustomed  to  the  imperfection  of  all  classes  of  records,  even  in  combination, 
is  that  from  wills  alone  it  was  possible  to  make  quite  a  full  and  elaborate  pedigree 
without  a  break  from  1561  to  1815  in  the  male  line.  The  latter  date  is  of  the  will  of 
Thomas  Audley,  then  of  Bath,  whose  order  therein  that  the  portraits  of  his  father 
and  mother  “  be  burnt  to  ashes,  to  prevent  them  falling  into  the  possession  of 
persons  setting  no  value  on  them,”  shows  filial  affection  in  its  most  incoherent  and 
unreasonable  form. 

There  is  no  person  of  any  distinction  in  this  pedigree,  but  we  may  feel  an 
interest  in  Robert  Audley,  the  Deputy  Recorder  of  Bedford,  who  is  identified  with 
“  the  Recorder  of  the  Town  of  Mansoul,”  whose  name  was  “Conscience,”  in 


Bunyan’s  Holy  War  of  1682. 

The  last  male  descendant  traced  of  the  Welbourn  line  was  Thomas  Audley, 
already  mentioned,  who  died  at  Bath  in  1822.  He  seems  to  have  been  the  last  of 
his  immediate  line,  that  which  settled  at  Upwell  ;  but  other  branches  of  the 
pedigree  have  no  such  definite  termination.  If  there  are  descendants  living  to-day 
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(and  it  is  difficult  to  believe  there  are  not)  they  must  be  in  obscure  positions  of  life, 
and  come  of  people  equally  obscure  for  over  a  century.  The  records  of  the  family 
of  Robert  Audley,  the  Bunyan  character,  are  curiously  incomplete,  considering  the 
education  of  his  sons,  and  it  appears  probable  that  they  all  suffered  for  conscience 
sake  in  their  fortunes.  If  his  descendants  are  those  I  have  tentatively  attributed  to 
him,  who  relapsed  into  trades,  his  present  representatives  may  quite  well  be 
members  of  the  “working”  classes.

BRANDE  v.  AWDELEY 

\no  date]  Complaint  by  Thomas  Brande,  of  Harbie,  co.  Notts.,  husbandman,  that  Anthony  Awdeley,  of  Welborne, 
co.  Lines.,  gent.,  about  seven  years  ago  was  seised  of  a  messuage  and  lands  in  Stabletorth,  co.  Lines.,  then  in 
tenure  of  complainant,  and  he  sold  same  to  complainant,  but,  while  the  latter  w'as  raising  the  money  to  pay, 
Awdeley  refused  to  make  any  conveyance  of  the  same,  to  his  great  damage. 

Answer  of  Anthony  Awdeley  that  his  father  Thomas  Awdeley  bought  same  for  himself  ( Thomas )  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  and  said  Anthony  and  his  heirs.  1'homas  Awdeley  died  3  Eliz.  [1560-61],  and  same  was  seised  into 
Queen’s  hands  during  the  minority  of  Eleanor  and  Amies  Awdeley ,  daus.  of  William,  eldest  son  of  said  Thomas, 
by  reason  the  deeds,  then  in  complainant’s  hands,  could  not  be  found  and  were  fraudulently  concealed  by  him. 
Defendant  compounded  with  said  Eleanor  and  Amies  for  said  lands  [C.P.,  Series  2,  1558-79,  C.3,  24/35]. 

BUDSEY  v.  AWDLEY 

9  Nov.  1587.  Complaint  by  Nicholas  Pudsey ,  of  London,  gent.,  that  Peter  Brooke,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London, 
in  Jany.  1573/4  was  seized  of  a  tenement  in  Cheape,  London,  called  the  Cock  and  the  Hoop,  of  the  yearly  rent  of 
£5,  for  a  term  of  2S  jears  then  to  come,  who  for  £250  assigned  same  to  complainant,  and  he  mortgaged  part  of 
it  to  Thomas  Banks,  citizen  and  barber  surgeon  of  London,  and  same  came  into  hands  of  Thomas  Awdeley,  citizen 
and  skinner  of  London,  lord  and  owner  [torn  away  :  whole  document  very  torn  and  defective].  [C.P.temp. 
Eliz.,  C.2,  P.  1/12.] 

Demurrer  of  Thomas  Awdley  and  Thomas  Banks  that  Peter  Brooke  had  mortgaged  the  lease  of  sd.  tenement 
to  Thomas  Banks,  and  had  forfeited  same  to  him  before  pretended  assignment.  [P.6/11.] 

AUDLEY  v.  SUTTON 

16  Got.  1620.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Audley,  of  Houghton,  co.  Lines.,  esq.,  that  seven  years  ago  he  bought  of 
Dame  Susan  Sutton,  widow,  relict  of  Sir  William  Sutton,  of  Aram,  co.  Notts.,  knt.,  100  sheep  for  £70,  to  be  paid 
on  a  certain  day,  many  of  which  sheep  were  rotten  and  of  little  worth,  and  aftenvards  borrowed  money  of  Dame 
Susan  and  became  bound  for  repayment  of  same.  Dame  Susan  died,  and  Robert  Sutton,  her  son  and  heir,  took 
admon.  of  her  estate  and  in  Feb.  1616  [-17]  complainant  paid  him  £145,  and  he  thinks,  with  other  sums  paid, 
he  has  discharged  said  bonds  and  interest  thereof,  but  now  said  Robert  demands  more  and  he  desires  he  may  be 
summoned  to  answer  truth  of  said  premises  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.5,  Bridges  588/83]. 

CONSTABLE  v.  AUDLEY 

21  June  1673.  Complaint  by  Ralph  Constable,  of  Bigleswade,  co.  Bedf.,  gent.,  and  Anne  his  wife,  one  of  the  daus. 
and  coheirs  of  Sir  William  Fish ,  late  of  Bigleswade,  gent.,  deed.,  that  said  Sir  William  was  seised  of  various  freehold 
and  copyhold  messuages  and  lands  in  Bigleswade  and  elsewhere  in  co.  Bedf.,  and  died  so  seised  about  40  years 
ago-,  and  same  descended  to  said  Anne  and  her  sisters  Barnar distort,  Jane,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  Mercy ,  Martha 
and  Edith,  and  were  divided  among  them.  About  1660,  being  presently  after  said  Anne  attained  full  age  of  21, 
one  Robert  Audley,  of  Bigleswade,  esq.,  who  had  married  her  sister  Edith,  persuaded  her  to  make  over  her  share 
to  him  the  said  Audley  for  a  term  of  years  to  pay  her  interest  (but  had  never  paid  her  a  penny),  and  he  has  all  the 
writings  concerning  the  same  and  refuses  to  release  same  as  he  ought  of  right  to  do. 

14  July  1674.  Answer  of  Robert  Audley,  esq.,  that  after  his  marriage  w'ith  Edith  her  sister  Anne,  the  complainant, 
was  received  by  them  as  a  boarder  in  their  house  for  9  or  10  years,  and  by  1660  was  indebted  to  him  £77,  and  as 
she  could  not  conveniently  pay  the  same  she  mortgaged  said  land  to  him  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.9,  Reynardson 
65/i6]. 

AUDLEY  v.  AUDLEY 

9  May  1687.  Complaint  by  Jane  Audley,  of  Ploughton,  co.  Lines.,  widow,  relict  of  Thomas  Audley,  of  same,  gent., 
Sir  William  Ellis  of  Wyham,  now  of  Morton,  co.  Lines.,  bart.,  and  James  Ashton,  of  Grantham,  co.  Lines.,  esq., 
that  said  Thomas  was  seised  of  divers  messuages  and  lands  in  Houghton,  Walton  and  Spittlegate,  co.  Lines., 
and  made  his  wuil  quoting  therein  an  indenture  made  3  Apl.  1649  between  him  and  William  Ellis,  knt.,  and  Peter 
Ashton,  esq.,  and  stating  he  had  settled  a  close  of  land  on  his  eldest  son,  and  on  the  marriage  of  his  son  James 
settled  lands  on  him,  and  that  on  marriage  of  his  said  eldest  son  Thomas  with  Mary  Bawdts,  his  wife,  the  said 
Jane  had  consented  that  part  of  her  jointure  should  be  settled  on  them,  bequeathing  to  her  in  lieu  thereof  certain 
closes  in  Spittlegate  in  Grantham  ;  now  Thomas  Audley,  of  Houghton,  gent.,  son  and  heir  of  said  Thomas,  claims 
same,  pretending  his  father  made  no  such  will  and  he  and  Samuel  Audley  hold  said  lands. 

Answer  of  Thomas  Audley,  gent.,  that  his  father  was  not  compos  mentis  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  will.  His  father 
made  an  agreement  with  Charles  Bawdes,  late  of  Soraerby,  co.  Lines.,  esq.,  deed.,  his  (defendant’s)  wife’s  father, 
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upon  his  marriage  with  Mary  Baudes,  to  settle  £10  a  year  on  defendant,  which  was  never  carried  out,  but  the 
lands  alleged  were  settled  on  him.  The  said  Thomas ,  his  father,  could  not  sign  the  alleged  will,  but  his  hand  was 
guided  and  he  died  a  day  earlier  than  complainants  allege  ;  William  Ashton,  John  and  Bridget  Ashby  may  have 
signed  as  wits.,  but  he  doubts  whether  in  presence  of  testator  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.7,  Hamilton  599/4]. 

AUDLEY  v.  AUDLEY 

29  June  4  James  II  [1688],  taken  at  Upwell,  co.  Norfolk.  Answer  of  Samuel  Audley,  one  of  defendants,  to  com¬ 
plaint  of  Jane  Audley,  widow,  and  others  (not  named).  He  believes  Thomas  Audley  was  seised  of  the  premises 
named  in  bill,  and  that  he  made  his  will  as  alleged,  and  was  then  of  sound  mind,  and  states  he  paid  all  debts  and 
legacies  according  to  direction  of  said  will  and  entered  into  no  confederacy,  etc.  Signed,  Sam.  Audley,  Ant. 
Wingfield  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.8,  Mitford  502/48]. 

AWDLEY  v.  AW D LEY 

19  Nov.  1719.  Complaint  by  Charles  Audley,  of  St.  Martin's  Yintrey,  London,  fruiterer,  that  by  indenture 
quadrupartite  made  1  Oct.  1678  between  Thomas  Audley  the  elder,  of  Houghton,  co.  Lines.,  esq.,  Jane  his  wife, 
and  their  son  Thomas  of  the  1st  part,  Charles  Paredes,  of  Somerbv,  esq.,  and  Mary  his  eldest  dau.  of  the  2nd  part, 
Sir  William  Ellis,  of  Wyham,  bart.,  of  the  3rd  part,  and  Wm.  White  and  Richard  Knight,  of  St.  Dunstan’s  in  the 
West,  gents.,  of  the  4th  part,  on  a  marriage  to  be  had  between  Thomas  Audley  the  younger  and  Mary  Baudes 
(which  afterwards  took  effect),  the  capital  messuage  wherein  Thomas  Audley  then  dwelt,  and  lands,  etc.,  in 
Houghton,  Walton  and  Spittlegate,  co.  Lines.,  were  settled  on  Thomas  Audley  and  Jane,  his  wife,  with  remainder 
after  their  deaths  to  Thomas  Audley  the  younger  and  his  eldest  son  by  his  wife  Maty,  in  tail  male,  his  other 
sons,  to  Thomas  Audley  the  elder  and  his  heirs.  Thomas  Audley  and  his  wife  Jane,  complainant’s  grandparents, 
are  long  since  dead,  and  his  father  Thomas  is  dead,  and  his  eldest  brother  Thomas  lately  died  without  issue,  and 
complainant,  as  the  2nd  son,  is  entitled  to  the  said  estate.  But  now  Elizabeth  Audley,  widow  of  complainant’s 
eldest  brother  Thomas,  alleges  that  her  husband  barred  the  entail  by  levying  a  fine  and  by  his  will  devised  the 
premises  to  John  Greenwood  als  Greenall  and  Isaac  Garnar  to  sell  the  same  to  pay  a  mortgage  and  the  remainder 
to  her  in  dower.  He  desires  said  Elizabeth  may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  premises  [C.P.,  1714-58,  C.it, 
362/40]. 

AWDLEY  v.  TRIGG 

23  June  1721.  Complaint  by  Charles  Audley,  of  St.  Martin’s  Yintrey,  London,  fruiterer,  and  Robert  Thornton, 
of  London,  merchant,  that  Thomas  Audley,  late  of  Grantham,  co.  Lines.,  gent.,  deed.,  bro.  01  said  Charles,  being 
seised  of  manor  of  Houghton,  Walton  and  Spittlegate,  co.  Lines.,  and  lands,  etc.,  there,  borrowed  £800  of  John 
Trigg,  of  Little  Gonerby,  co.  Lines.,  gent.,  and  on  14  Nov.  1717  executed  a  deed  of  mortgage  of  said  manor  for 
that  and  other  sums  borrowed.  Thomas  died  27  Oct.  1719  and  devised  his  manor  and  lands  to  Isaac  Garnar,  of 
Grantham,  draper,  and  John  Greenwood ,  of  Grantham,  victualler,  to  sell  part  of  same  to  pay  off  his  mortgage,  and 
residue,  after  death  or  remarriage  of  his  widow,  to  his  brother,  the  complainant  Charles.  After  his  brother’s 
death  he  came  to  an  agreement  for  purchase  of  estate  with  his  sister-in-law  Elizabeth,  as  by  indenture  of  22  and 
23  Jany.  1719/20  more  fully  appears.  Later  he  borrowed  money  of  John  Trigg,  but  although  he  has  offered  to 
repay  sam  0  John  Trigg  refuses  to  give  up  title  deeds,  to  his  damage,  etc.  [C.P.,  1714-58,  C.n,  37/6]. 

4  Nov.  1721.  Answer  of  John  Trigg  re  said  mortgage.  No  further  Audley  details.

His  only  surviving  son  Thomas  Audley  of  Lynn,  merchant,  in  grateful  testimony  of  his  personal  virtues 
erects  this  monument. 

Lucy  Audley  relict  of  Thomas  Audley  gent.,  died  Oct.  23rd  1779,  aged  74  years. 

Epitaph  on  outside  wall  of  church  : — 

To  the  memory  of  Hugh  James,  Rector  of  this  Church,  Born  in  Carlisle  in  Cumberland,  descended  of 
worthy  and  loyal  ancestors  to  whose  principles  he  ever  steadfastly  adhered,  being  happily  educated  at  West¬ 
minster  School  under  that  great  Master  of  Learning  and  Loyalty,  Dr.  Busby,  a  scholar  of  that  Royal  Foundation 
and  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  from  where  he  was  elected  Fellow  of  Pembroke  Hall  in  that  University  and 
thence  conferred  to  this  donative  by  the  generous  donation  of  Beaupre  Bell  Esq.  in  the  Commission  of  the  Peace 
for  the  County  of  Norfolk  2nd  ye  Isle  of  Ely.  In  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne  Chaplain  to  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl 
of  Berkshire,  Resident  in  this  Parish  near  40  years.  Tho’  of  a  slender  weak  habit  of  body,  ever  constant  in  the  duty 
of  Preaching  and  Prayers  with  a  distinct  and  audible  Voice  by  God’s  goodness  till  he  left  this  life  for  a  more 
tasting  Recompense  of  his  Labours  July  8th  1740,  ageJ  68  years.  He  inclos’d  this  Piece  of  Ground  for  himself 
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and  his  Family  as  thinking  it  a  custom  that  savoured  too  much  of  Presumption  and  too  little  of  Piety  to  defile 
the  House  of  the  most  Holy  God  with  the  corruptible  carcasses  of  sinful  men.  He  married  Philippa  of  the  antient 
and  Honourable  Family  of  the  Hobarts  of  Loddon  in  Norfolk  by  whom  he  had  Lucy  married  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Audley  of  Upwell  Armiger,  and  Hugh  a  youth  of  singular  Hopes  and  Parts,  buried  at  Stepney  by  London,  as 
his  monument  there  shows. 

Also  Philippa  the  relict  of  the  late  Mr.  James,  who  departed  this  life  March  27  A.D.  1751  in  the  81  year 
of  her  age.

The  “  Visitation  of  Lincoln,  1592,”  shows  “  Thomas  Brend  alias  Brand  of  Leadenham 
in  com.  Line.”  as  husband  of  “Margaret,  da.  of  William  Audley  of  Welbourne  in  com.  Line.,” 
with  their  issue  ( Genealogist ,  V.,  314)  ;  and  “  Richard  Worthington  of  Braunston  within  the 
city  of  Lincoln  ”  as  husband  of  “  Margaret,  da.  of  Thomas  Audley  of  Haugh,  widow  of 
Rob.  Webster  ”  {ibid.,  VI.,  291). 

The  “  Visitation  of  London,  1633,  1634  and  1635,”  shows  ‘  Anthony  Bradshaw 
of  London  goldsmith  a0  1633,”  son  of  William  Bradshaw'  of  Derby,  as  husband  of  “  Judeth 
da.  of  Walter  Audley  of  Hough,  co.  Line.,”  with  their  issue  ( Harleian  Soc.t  XV.,  9S). 
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From  Canon  Maddison’s  “  Lincolnshire  Pedigrees  ”  ( Ho.rleian  Soc.,  Vols.  L.,  LI., 
L1L,  LV.),  which  are  largely  extended  from  the  Visitation  pedigrees,  much  information  can 
be  derived  as  to  the  alliances  of  the  Audley  family.  Under  “  Bolle  of  Haugh  ”  we  learn  that 
Thomas  Audley,  of  Houghton  in  Grantham,  mard.  Jane,  dau.  of  Richard  Bolle,  of  Haugh, 
Sheriff  of  Lines.  4  Ed.  VI.  and  11  Eliz.,  and  aunt  of  Sir  John  Bolle,  of  Haugh,  knt.  (ibid.,  L., 
150)  ;  that  Agnes,  dau.  and  coheir  of  William  Audley,  of  Hough,  and  widow  of  Robert 
Thorold,  mard.  Augustine  Earle,  of  Stragglethorpe,  attorney  (will  dated  20  July  1636,  proved 
14  Dec.  1638),  and  had  issue  by  him,  who  had  two  other  wives,  one  of  whom  was  mother 
of  Sir  Richard  Earle,  created  a  bart.  in  1620  (ibid.,  L.,  320)  ;  that  the  Rev.  Miles  Garthwaite, 
bom  circa  1676,  wras  presented  to  the  rector}'  of  Fulbeck  by  Queen  Elizabeth  and  instituted 
3  Apl.  1598,  died  4  Jan.  1616,  aged  40,  being  burd.  at  Fulbeck  12  Jan.  1616,  will  undated 
(but  shortly  before  May  1615)  proved  at  Lincoln,  his  widow  being  mard,  14  Aug.  1621  at 
Fulbeck  to  Gregory  Heron,  or  Herring,  of  Fulbeck,  yeoman,  aged  30,  under  a  licence  from 
Lincoln  of  1  Aug.  1621  (ibid.,  LI.,  389);  that  Anthony  Audley, of  Welbourn,  married  Eleanor, 
dau.  of  Thomas  Kirkton,  of  Leadenham  (ibid.,  LI.,  569)  ;  that  John  Middleton,  of  Swaton, 
aged  34  on  13  May  1556/7,  son  and  heir  of  William  Middleton,  of  Swaton,  married  Elena, 
dau.  of  Thomas  Audley,  of  Hough,  before  27  Aug.  1543  (ibid.,  LI.,  676)  ;  that  Nicholas 
Rowe,  of  Welbourn,  married  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Anthony  Audley,  of  Welbourn,  and  widow  of 

- - Rivers,  on  22  Aug.  1597,  at  St.  Dunstans  in  the  West,  London,  and  had  issue  (ibid., 

LIL,  836)  ;  that  Robert  Thorold,  of  the  Low  Hall,  Hough,  jure  uxoris,  who  died  29  Oct. 
1582,  5th  son  of  William  Thorold  of  Marston,  mard.  Agnes,  2nd  dau.  and  coheir  of  William 
Audley,  of  Hough,  and  wife  afterwards  (as  above)  of  Augustine  Earle,  and  had  issue  by  her 
(ibid.,  LIL,  979) ;  that  Christopher  Audley,  of  Boston,  mard.  Katherine,  dau.  of  John  Lane, 
of  Orlingbury,  co.  Northants.,  and  previously  wife  (mard.  1552)  of  Francis  Towthby  of 
Towthby  in  Alford  (d.  1556)  (ibid.,  LII.,  1009);  and  that  Richard  Worthington,  of  Branston, 
son  of  William  Worthington,  of  Welbourn,  husbandman,  mard.  Margaret,  dau.  of  Thomas 
Audley  of  Hough,  and  widow  of  Robert  (or  Christopher)  Webster,  of  Welbourn,  and  had 
issue  by  her  (ibid.,  LIL,  mi). 

Canon  Maddison  also  includes  a  pedigree  of  “  Audley  of  Hough  and  Welbourn  ” 
(ibid.,  L.,  50-52  ;  LV.,  1 142),  which  is  a  great  advance  on  the  Visitation  pedigree.  There  are  a 
certain  number  of  facts  in  it,  which  I  have  utilized  in  my  own  pedigree,  for  which  I  have  not

MISCELLANEOUS  EVIDENCE 

Richard  Abbot,  of  Welborne,  co.  Lines.,  in  his  will  dated  15  Apl.  1537,  and  proved 
5  June  1537,  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Lincoln  (f.  2i6d.),  leaves  “  to  every  childe  of  my 
cosyn  Thomas  Audlyns  one  shepe,”  and  nominates  him  as  one  of  his  supervisors.  There 
is  nothing  to  indicate  what  the  relationship  was. 
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Canon  Foster  has  sent  me  the  following  extracts  from  the  Lay  Subsidy  Rolls 
(Kesteven,  wapentakes  of  Loveden  and  Boothby  GrafToe)  : —

Among  the  Skinners’  Company  records  contributed  to  Miscellanea  Genealogica  et 
Ilcraldica  (3rd  Series,  J.,  41,  III.,  33-4)  appears  the  name  of  Thomas  Audley,  late  apprentice 
to  Sir  Richard  Dobbs,  knt.  and  alderman,  admitted  to  freedom  on  12  Nov.  1555  ;  and  in  1561 
William,  son  of  John  Adams,  of  the  village  of  North,  innholder,  was  apprenticed  to  Thomas 
Audley  for  10  years,  being  admitted  to  the  freedom  on  20  Feb.  1569. 

The  will  of  Nicholas  Row,  the  elder,  of  the  par.  of  Welbourn,  gent,  [who  married 
Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Anthony  Audley],  sick  of  body,  orders  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chantry 
choir,  in  the  parish  church  of  Welbourn  ;  it  was  dated  16  Aug.  1639,  and  proved  4  Sept. 
1643,  in  Consistory'  Court  of  Lincoln.  His  wife  was  evidently  dead,  and  he  mentions  no  Audley 
relatives,  but  the  name  of  his  grandson,  Audley  Rowe,  is  a  reminder  of  the  connexion. 

The  Genealogical  Society’s  MS.  index  tells  us  that  Peregrine,  son  of  Thomas  Audley, 
of  Spittlegate,  Lines.,  gent.,  was  apprenticed  6  Feb.  1713  to  Henry  Gwinnell,  citizen  and 
vintner  of  London  ;  and  that  Mary,  dau.  of  Peregrine  Audley,  was  apprenticed  14  Apl. 
1736  to  Mary  Burton,  of  St.  Mary’s,  Whitechapel,  sempstress  ;  as  also  that  William,  son  of 
Erasmus  Audley,  of  Lincoln,  joiner,  was  apprenticed  23  Sept.  1723  to  Thomas  Hearn,  citizen 
and  upholder  of  London  ;  and  also  that  William  Audley  was  apprenticed  to  Henry  Strawson, 
of  Burton,  Lines.,  carpenter,  on  25  Mch.  1724. 

A  pedigree  of  Fish,  in  Cussans’s  Hertfordshire,  “Hundred  of  Broadwater,”  p.  244, 
shows  that  Sir  William  Fish,  of  Biggleswade,  co.  Bedf.,  and  of  Gray’s  Inn,  knt.,  married 
Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Sir  Thomas  Barnardiston,  of  Witham,  co.  Essex,  knt.,  and  had  seven  daus., 
coheirs;  Edith  is  among  them,  but  her  marriage  to  Robert  Audley  is  not  indicated.  Sir 
William's  brother,  Humphrey  Fish,  of  Ickwell,  par.  of  Northill  (will  dated  1  June  1647  and 

proved  14  July  1647),  married  2nd  Margaret,  dau.  of  -  Doman,  and  widow  of  - 

Scroggs,  of  Nowell,  whose  dau.  Mary  mard.  R.ev.  Robert  Audley  in  1625. 

From  the  pedigree  of  Ashton,  of  Spalding  and  Grantham,  contributed  to  the  Genealogist 
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(II.,  330)  by  Everard  Green,  we  learn  that  Peter  Ashton,  of  Long  Sutton  and  Grantham,  esq., 
married  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Sir  Thomas  Ellis,  of  Grantham,  knt.,  and  had  a  dau.  Jane  Ashton, 
bapt.  14  Nov.  1622,  at  Grantham,  mard.  there  26  Jany.  1638/9  to  Capt.  Thomas  Audley,  of 
Houghton,  nr.  Grantham  (grandson  of  Walter  Audley,  alderman  of  Grantham),  who  was 
burd.  at  Grantham  30  (sic)  Jany.  1685/6. 

The  funeral  certificate  of  Gabriel  Armstrong,  of  Thorpe,  co.  Notts.,  who  died  28  Apl. 
1638,  tells  us  that  he  married  Margaret,  dau.  of  Thomas  Kniveton,  of  Markeaton,  co.  Derby, 
and  had  a  dau.  “Judeth  mar.  to  Thomas  Audley  of  Haughton  in  Com.  Line,  gent.”  (Gene¬ 
alogist,  VII.,  1 1 4).

James  Awdley,  of  London,  merchant,  bach.,  about  24,  was  licenced  29  June  1683  to 
marry  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Edwards,  of  St.  Alphage,  London,  spinster,  about  24,  at  her  own 
disposal,  her  parents  dead;  at  St.  Leonard’s,  Shoreditch,  M’sex  (Harleian  Soc.,  vol.  XXX., 
“Mar.  Lie.  Vic. -Gen.  Arch,  of  Cant.,”  p.  137). 


Charles  Awdley,  of  St.  Martin  Vintry,  London,  bach.,  and  Mary  Bonwick,  of  St.  Mary, 
Aldermanbury,  London,  spinster,  were  mard.  22  Apl.  1722  at  St.  Benet,  Pauls  Wharf,  London 
(Harleian  Soc.,  “Register  Section,”  XXXIX.,  236). 


John  Brown’s  John  Banyan  (Tercentenary  ed.,  1928)  records  (p.  38)  that  among  those 
who  took  up  arms  in  Bedfordshire,  in  the  Royalist  cause,  was  “Robert  Audley  of  Northill,  a 
youth  of  seventeen;”  that  (pp.  316-17)  in  Dec.  1681  Robert  Audley,  deputy  recorder  of  Bedford, 
was  accused  before  the  Council  at  Whitehall  of  being  an  enemy  to  the  Government  and 
Church  of  England,  when  he  said  in  answer  that  he  had  been  an  officer  of  the  King’s  father, 
through  the  whole  of  the  war,  being  afterwards  driven  out  of  the  country,  and  his  estate 
sequestered — the  accusation  fell  through,  but  (p.  318)  he  was  displaced  from  office  in  1683. 
In  a  letter  of  22  Nov.  1687  he  is  mentioned  (p.  349)  as  then  living  at  Biggleswade,  but  as  having 
recently  “gone  into  Lincolnshire.”  The  Rev.  C.  F.  Farrar,  in  his  Old  Bedford ,  1926,  pp. 
199-201,  in  his  account  of  Bunyan’s  Holy  War,  published  in  1682,  says^that  Robert  Audley 
was  “the  only  person  who  can  be  definitely  recognized  among  Bunyan’s  characters.  He  is 
‘the  Recorder  of  the  Town  of  Mansoul,’ whose  name  was  ‘Conscience.’  ’  1  he  Victoria  County 
History  of  Bedfordshire  tells  us  that  (II.,  43)  “young  Robert  Audley  of  Northill  in  1641 
supported  the  King  against  Parliament;  and  that  “Mr.  Audley  of  Biggleswade  appears  in 
a  list  of  decimations  of  estates  by  Cromwell  in  1655 — amount  £2-4-9  (^*  44>  54)- 

Canon  Noble  sends  me  the  following  extract  from  The  General  Evening  Post  for 
28-30  Oct.,  1779: — 

Died.  On  the  22nd  inst.  at  Lynn  in  Norfolk  Mrs.  Audley,  relict  of  the  late  Mr.  Audiey  of  Upwell  in  ihe 
same  county.

The  Genealogical  Society’s  MS.  index  says  that  Myles  Garthwaite,  of  Fulbeck,  Lines., 
was  married  by  licence  on  8  May  1599,  to  Helen  Audley,  at  St.  John’s,  Hackney;  and  that 
Thomas  Denham  was  married  there  in  Dec.  1590  to  Elizabeth  Audeley. 

The  will  of  William  Rudd,  of  Welborne,  gent.,  dated  18  June  1720,  was  proved  2  Sept. 
1720,  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Lincoln.  He  mentions  his  beloved  wife  Mercy,  and  a 
number  of  children  and  grandchildren.  But  the  will  of  Mercy  Rudd,  of  Welborne,  widow, 
dated  14  Dec.  1729  and  proved  (as  before)  in  1730,  leaves  all  to  her  nephew  Mr.  Baron 
Brittain  and  Avery  his  wife  and  mentions  no  children.  It  is  clear  from  this,  and  from  the 
date  of  her  marriage  (1704)  that  she  was  a  second  wife,  without  children  of  her  own. 

The  pedigree  of  “Bingham,”  in  the  1612  Visitation  of  Essex  ( Harleian  Society ,  XIII., 
152),  shows  that  Nicholas  Bingham,  of  London,  merchant,  had  a  dau.  “Mary,  mar.  to  Mr. 
Awdlcy,  of  Hackney  in  com.  Midd.  gentleman  wher  he  and  she  lyeth  buryed.  She  died 
1616;”  that  her  sister  Catherine  mard.  Randell  Manning,  of  London,  esq.;  and  that  her 
brother,  Anthony  Bingham,  married  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Nicholas  Dering,  of  London,  gold¬ 
smith,  and  had  issue  a  son  Nicholas  Bingham,  and  two  daus.,  one  of  whom,  Elizabeth,  mard. 
Thomas  Wright.  Comparison  of  this  evidence  with  the  wills  of  Thomas  Audley,  of  London, 
skinner,  1590-92,  and  his  widow  Margaret,  1616,  makes  it  clear  that  this  Margaret  was  dau.  of 
Nicholas  Bingham  the  first,  and  so  the  “  Mar}'  ”  of  the  pedigree.  If,  therefore,  she  was  the 
Margaret  “Isenwood,”  of  Barking,  co.  Essex,  licenced  to  marry  Thomas  Awdeley,  of  the  city  of 
London,  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  on  17  Oct.  1562  (Harleian  Society ,  XXV.,  25),  she  must 
have  had  a  previous  husband.  Canon  Maddison’s  pedigree  attributes  this  marriage  to  our 
particular  Thomas  Audley  and  the  common  connexion  with  Hackney  leaves  little  room  for 
doubt  on  the  subject.

of  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Gloucester  and  Hertford,  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Edward  I. ;  and  it  passed  with  Hugh’s  only  daughter  and  heir,  Margaret  Audley,  to 
her  husband  Ralph  Stafford,  created  Earl  of  Stafford. 

Hugh  Audley  left  no  male  issue,  and  his  elder  brother,  Sir  James  Audley, 
left  no  legitimate  issue  at  all.  Whether  Henry  Audley,  who,  with  his  brother 
Thomas,  begins  my  pedigree,  and  who  was  granted  the  manor  of  Great  Gransden 
by  Henry  VIII  in  1537/8,  had  any  connexion  with  his  noble  predecessors  there,  I 
am  quite  unable  to  say.  The  Visitation  pedigrees,  as  will  be  seen,  do  not  help  us,  and 
are  incorrect  in  their  early  affiliations,  as  well  as  in  connecting  the  family  with  that 
of  the  famous  Lord  Chancellor,  Thomas  Audley,  who  was  no  known  relative  [see 
post,  AUDLEY  OF  BERECHURCH]. 

The  inscription  on  the  tomb  of  Edward  Audley  [1682-1758],  of  Huntingdon, 
asserts  that  he  was  “  sprung  from  the  noble  family  of  the  Audleys  of  Great  Gransden 
in  Huntingdonshire.”  Here  again  I  can  offer  no  evidence  of  such  connexion,  for 
though  Edward’s  great-grandfather,  another  Edward  Audley,  who  must  have  been 
born  about  1590  or  earlier,  lived  at  Roxton,  co.  Bedford,  about  eight  miles  from 
Great  Gransden,  his  parentage  is  quite  unknown  [see  post,  p.  49,  AUDLEY  OF 
ROXTON  AND  HUNTINGDON].  But  it  does  not  seem  at  all  likely  that  this 
earlier  Edward  was  closely  akin  to  the  brothers  Henry  and  Thomas  Audley  who 
head  my  Great  Gransden  pedigree. 

The  said  Henry  Audley,  in  his  will  of  30  Apl.  1545,  leaves  40s/-  a  year  to  one 
William  Audley,  of  Aspley  Guise,  co.  Bedford.  This  suggests  connexion  with 
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another  family  of  the  name,  for  Asolev  Guise  is  but  a  mile  from  Husborne  Crawley 
[see  post,  p.  79,  AUDLEY  OF  HUSBORNE  CRAWLEY] . 

It  seems  clear  that  there  was  no  family  of  Audley  settled  either  at  Great 
Gransden  or  Houghton  Conquest  (which  places  are  about  17  miles  apart)  im¬ 
mediately  before  the  time  of  Thomas  Audley  (died  1531),  for  the  registers  in  both 
cases  contain  no  Audley  entries  except  those  relating  to  his  descendants.  This 
suggests  that  his  immediate  ancestry,  at  least,  must  be  sought  elsewhere. 

Though  this  family  may  have  died  out  in  the  male  line,  my  pedigree  does  not 
prove  it,  for  there  are  a  number  of  males  shown  whose  subsequent  history  remains 
undiscovered.

All  lands,  houses, 
etc.,  in  Houghton  Conquest,  to  sons  William,  Thomas  and  George  Audley ,  to  be  divided  among  them  as  by 
indenture  between  me  and  son  Robert  Audley.  To  daus.  Anne  and  Mary  Audley,  £100  each.  To  four  children 
of  son  Robert  Audley’,  £60.  Resid.  legatee  and  extrix.,  wife  Anne.  Overseers,  bro.  Robert  ILewett,  and  Thomas 
Archer,  parson  of  Houghton  Conquest.

£40  within  6  months  of  my  decease,  and  to  her  dau.  Dorothy  Colquytt  £20  at  14.  To  dau.  Marye  Awdley,  7 
score  pounds  within  6  months.  To  sons  William  and  George  Awdley,  and  to  dau.  Mary,  a  bedstead,  etc.,  each. 
To  son  Robert  and  his  wife,  silver  spoons.  To  their  son  William  Awdley,  a  cow  and  a  calf  at  12.  To  son  Thomas 
Awdley,  silver  salt  cellar  with  a  high  cover  gilt.  To  son  William,  silver  goblet,  and  to  son  George  other  silver 
salt  cellar.

Complaint  made  to  Thomas,  Lord  Legate,  Cardinal,  Archbishop  of  York,  Chancellor 
of  England,  by  Thomas  Azodeley,  of  Houghton  Conquest,  that  William  Nicolly  lately  sold  to  him  a  messuage  and 
lands  in  Houghton  Conquest,  co.  Bedford,  for  and  although  he  has  paid  the  money  and  often  times  requested 
William  to  make  him  an  estate  therein,  he  has  always  refused  and  still  refuses  ;  therefore  he  desires  he  may  be 
compelled  to  appear  and  answer  the  premises.  Pledges  of  prosecution  : — John  Johnson ,  of  London,  sherman,  and 
Thomas  Bekct,  of  same,  yeoman  (Early  C.P.,  C.i,  460/9). 


AUDELEY  v.  KNYGHT 

[Between  1533  and  1538].  Complaint  made  to  Sir  Thomas  Audeley,  knt.,  Chancellor  of  England,  by  Henry 
Audeley ,  exor.  of  will  of  Thomas  Audeley,  deed.,  that  said  Thomas  in  his  lifetime  lent  Richard  Knyght  265/8, 
which,  although  often  requested  by  said  Thomas,  he  did  not  repay,  nor  has  he  paid  complainant,  who  desires  he 
may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  premises.  Signed,  Henry  Audeley.  (Early  C.P.,  C.i,  71 3/ 43)- 


AWDLEY  v.  BURNELL 

C1 558-1 579).  Complaint  by  Thomas  Awdley,  of  Plolton  [torn],  co.  Bedford,  cousin  and  heir  of  Henry  Audley,  gent., 
deed.,  that  is,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas,  bro.  and  heir  of  sd.  Henry,  that  sd.  Henry  bought  land  of  Henry  \  III 
in  St.  Peter’s  near  Paul’s  Wharf,  London,  and  in  St.  Alban’s,  co.  Hert3.,  and  elsewhere,  and  same  were  conveyed 
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to  John  Cerda!!,  gent.,  to  re-convey  same  to  complainant,  which  he  did  not  do.  He  made  William  Burnell  exor.  of 
his  will  and  died,  and  therefore  complainant  now  desires  Burnell  to  make  sd.  conveyance.

AWDLEY  v.  BLYTHE 

5  Feb.  1618/19.  Complaint  by  William  Awdley,  of  Houghton  Conquest,  co.  Bedford,  gent.,  that  William  Blythe 
about  20  years  ago  possessed  a  messuage  and  land  in  Houghton  Conquest  for  a  term  of  years,  and  also  divers 
goods,  etc.,  and  entered  into  communication  with  one  Thomas  Fitzjefferye,  gent.,  for  a  marriage  between  the  latter 
and  complainant’s  sister  Mary  Awdley,  and  persuaded  Fitzjefferye  to  take  sd.  farm  so  he  should  appear  well  off 
and  a  fit  suitor  for  sd.  Mary.  On  Blythe's  recommendation  and  persuasion,  complainant  consented  to  marriage. 
Afterwards  Blythe  lent  Fitzjefferye  money,  and  complainant  became  bound  for  same,  and  he  now  unjustly  en¬ 
deavours  to  get  the  money  from  complainant. 

Answer  of  William  Blythe,  gent.,  denying  most  of  the  allegations.  He  says  Mary  at  the  time  of  the  treaty  of 
marriage  was  24  years  old.  He  made  no  false  representations,  etc.  (C.P.  Jas.  I.,  C.2,  A.  4/21). 

AWDELEY  v.  KIDMAN 

14  May  1623.  Complaint  by  Robert  Audley,  of  Great  Gransden,  co.  Hunts.,  esq.,  that  for  more  than  35  years 
he  has  been  seised  of  the  manor  of  Great  Gransden,  in  Gransden,  together  with  two  tenements,  parcel  of  same 
let  to  churchwardens  of  par.  church  of  Great  Gransden  by  complainant’s  ancestors,  at  yearly  rental  of  5S/8,  all 
further  profits  to  go  to  maintenance  of  sd.  church.  Now  Thomas  Kidman  and  Thomas  Graves  with  others  have 
combined  to  defraud  complainant  of  sd.  rent  and  also  of  sd.  tenements. 

27  May  1623.  Answer  of  Thomas  Kydman  and  Thomas  Graves  that  sd.  tenements  were  assigned  to  repair  of 
church,  the  profits  to  be  kept  by  churchwardens  for  that  purpose  and  relief  of  poor.  They  do  not  know  that  same 
are  parcel  of  complainant’s  manor  (C.P.  Jas.  I.,  C.2,  A.  8/10). 

AWDLEY  v.  KIDMAN,  etc. 

[No  date.]  Replication  of  Robert  Awdley,  esq.,  complainant,  to  the  answer  of  Thomas  Kidman  and  Thomas  Graves 
that  his  bill  is  true  in  all  it  states,  that  he  ought  to  be  restored  to  the  possession  of  sd.  lands  and  tenements 
named  in  bill.  He  denies  they  were  ever  given  for  the  repair  of  the  church  otherwise  than  that  his  ancestors 
and  others  whose  estate  he  has  in  the  manor  of  Great  Gransden  did  let  sd.  lands  to  churchwardens  of  par. 
church  of  Great  Gransden  at  a  certain  rent  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2,  A.  50/108). 

AWDLEY  v.  AWDLEY 

13  Nov.  1629.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Awdley,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  co.  M’sex,  esq.,  and  John  Barnes,  of  London, 
butcher,  that  Henry  Awdley,  late  of  London,  gent.,  deed.,  was  seised  of  a  messuage,  a  cottage,  50  acres  of  arable 
land,  and  10  acres  of  meadow  called  Saveli’s  Farm  in  Great  Gransden,  co.  Hunts.,  and  was  indebted  in  various 
great  sums,  and  complainant  in  3  Chas.  I.  [1627-8]  became  surety  for  him  to  William  Plomer,  esq.,  in  £108,  and 
sd.  Henry  conveyed  sd.  lands  to  complainant  to  pay  his  debts.  Before  payment  became  due  sd.  Plomer,  Robert 

Awdley,  the  younger,  gent.,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  Robert  Awdley, - [MS.  torn],  esq.,  and  elder  brother 

of  sd.  Henry,  exhibited  a  bill  in  this  court  against  sd.  Robert,  his  father,  and  against  Henry,  his  brother,  and  ether 
brothers  (not  named),  that  they  withheld  the  manor  of  Great  Gransden  and  lands  from  him.  A  deed  was  made 

and  subscribed  by  Robert  Awdley,  the  son,  and  Katherine  Awdley,  his - [MS.  torn],  to  assure  a  jointure  to 

hlizabeth,  wife  of  Robert,  the  son,  Henry  Azvdley  and  his  wife  releasing  all  their  interest  in  sd.  premises.  A  fine 
was  made  and  Robert  procured  his  sd.  father  and  Katherine  his  wife,  sd.  Henry  and  Jane  his  wife,  and  sd.  Thomas 
Awdley,  the  younger  [«c — not  previously  mentioned,  unless  in  torn  part],  an d  Bridget  his  wife,  to  convey  to  him, 
sd.  Robert  the  son,  and  his  heirs,  the  sd.  manor,  etc.  Henry  Awdley  in  March  last  past  was  stabbed  by  an 
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unknown  man  on  the  highway  between  London  and  Essex,  and  died  of  the  wound,  but  made  his  will  while 
languishing  of  his  wound,  bequeathing  his  lands  to  complainants,  Thomas  Awdley,  the  elder,  and  John  Barnes, 
to  sell  all  his  lands  in  Gransden  to  pay  his  debts  and  legacies  to  Henry,  Anne,  and  Sara  his  children  by  his  other 
wife.  Complainants  went  about  to  sell  Saveli’s  Farm,  the  lands  alluded  to,  but  Robert  Awdley,  the  son,  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Kidman  combine  to  prevent  them  doing  so,  and  he  desires  they  may  be  summoned 
to  answer  the  premises  (C.P.  before  1714,  Mitford,  C.8,  85/33). 

AUDLEY  v.  HASSLEFOOT 

23  July  1631.  Complaint  by  Robert  Audlcy,  of  Great  Graunsden,  co.  Hunts.,  gent.,  that  he  w’as  seised  of  the 
manor  of  Great  Graunsden,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £300,  and  desiring  to  borrow  £400  in  Mch.  4  Chas.  I.  [1628 
or  -9]  he  borrowed  same  of  Thomas  Haselfoote,  of  London,  vintner,  upon  a  mortgage  of  some  of  the  lands  in  sd. 
manor.  Desiring  to  sell  sd.  manor  he  approached  Haselfoote  as  to  settling  sd.  debt  so  that  the  manor  should  be 
free  of  all  incumbrances,  but  he  has  refused. 

2  Aug.  1631.  Answer  of  Thomas  Hasslefoote  re  sd.  mortgage  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2,  A.  1/18). 

MARBURY  v.  AUDLEY 

21  Apl.  1632.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Marbury,  of  St.  Ives,  co.  blunts.,  esq.,  and  Mary  Cave,  of  same,  dau.  of 
Henry  Cave,  of  Ingersby,  co.  Leic.,  esq.,  deed.,  that  Robert  Awdley,  of  Great  Gransdon,  co.  Hunts.,  gent.,  did 
marry  Elizabeth  Marbury,  sister  of  complainant,  and  dau.  of  John  Marbury,  esq.,  deed.,  without  consent  of  Robert 
Awdley,  deed.,  father  of  sd.  Robert,  and  sd.  Robert,  the  father,  being  very  discontented  thereat,  would  not  receive 
Robert  or  Elizabeth  into  his  house,  and  to  pacify  him  complainant  with  his  father  gave  them  /400,  that  Robert's 
father  might  make  a  like  settlement,  and  Robert  gave  them  a  bond  for  same.  While  complainant’s  wife  was 
lying  in  childbed,  Elizabeth  Audley  came  to  the  house  and  having  access  to  the  trunks,  etc.,  there,  took  sd.  bond. 
Afterwards  complainant,  his  wife,  children  and  servants  boarded  with  Robert  and  Elizabeth  at  a  fixed  yearly  rate 
(etc.,  dispute  as  to  money  matters). 

5  May  1632.  Answer  of  Robert  Audley,  gent.,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  denying  that  Robert’s  father  was  averse  to 
the  marriage,  Elizabeth's  father  being  a  gentleman  and  she  his  eldest  dau.  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2,  AI.  11/2C). 

AUDLEY  v.  ARCHER 

15  May  1633.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Audley,  of  Houghton  Conquest,  co.  Bedf.,  gent.,  that  Thomas  Archer,  clerk, 
lately  deed.,  was  parson  of  Houghton  Conquest  church  and  lent  complainant  money  for  which  he  gave  bond. 
And  after  Archer  desired  complainant  to  lay  out  money  in  purchase  of  lands  for  complainant’s  son,  Thomas 
Awdley,  now  deed.,  Archer  being  very  fond  of  him  and  his  sd.  son  often  staying  with  him,  and  he  promising 
to  leave  him  a  great  part  of  his  estate.  Archer  alleged  that  complainant’s  brother,  William  Awdley,  also  owed 
him  money.  Anne  Archer,  wife  of  sd.  Thomas,  continued  her  friendship  for  complainant’s  son  after  his  marriage 
and  was  his  “  gossip  ”  and  godmother  to  one  of  his  children.  Thomas  Archer  left  bequests  to  complainant  and 
made  him  supervisor  of  his  will.  Afterwards  Thomas  Awdley,  the  son,  died,  and  Anne  Archer  alleged  complainant 
owed  her  money  and  had  him  imprisoned,  and  unlawfully  persecuted  him  (continues  re  debts). 

21  June  9  Chas.  I.  [1633].  Answer  of  Anne  Archer,  taken  at  Gravenhurst.  She  says  that  in  Jany.  1626/7  com¬ 
plainant  and  his  son  Thomas  became  bound  to  sd.  Thomas  Archer  for  payment  of  £100,  and  later  for  other  sums. 
She  alleges  the  money  is  still  owing  and  demes  persecuting  complainant  unjustly  ;  she  is  lame,  blind,  and  old 
herself,  and  requires  the  money  (C.P.  Chas.  L,  C.2,  A.  48/58). 

AWDLEY  v.  PRIOR 

18  Nov.  1633.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Awdley,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  co.  M’sex,  gent.,  that  in  August  last  past  he  had 
to  travel  on  business  from  his  abode,  then  in  Bedfordshire,  to  London,  and  other  remote  countries,  and  wanting 
a  suitable  gelding  for  such  journeys  went  on  x  Aug.  to  the  horse  fair  at  Dunstable,  co.  Bedf.,  and  meeting  there 
William  Pryor,  of  Houghton  Regis,  yeoman  (and  not  a  professed  horse  dealer),  and,  believing  in  his  probity, 
bought  a  gelding  of  him,  which  Pryor  affirmed  to  be  sound,  and  gave  him  a  warranty.  T.  he  horse  turned  out  to 
be  unsound,  and  this  is  confirmed  by  a  farmer,  a  skilled  man,  and  he  desires  his  money  back  and  that  William 
Pryor  may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  premises. 

30  Apl.  1634.  Answer  by  William  Pryor  re  sd.  horse,  his  soundness,  etc.  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2,  A.  9/50). 

ADELMARE  ah  C/ESAR  t>.  AUDLEY 

8  Feb.  1641/2.  Complaint  by  Sir  Charles  Adelmare  als  Cccsar,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  that  Robert  Awdley,  of  — 
[torn],  co.  Essex,  gent.,  son  of  Robert  Awdley,  late  of  Great  Graunsden,  co.  Hunts., esq., aecd.,  about  10  years  ago, 
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pretending  to  be  seised  of  the  manor  of  Great  Graunsden,  entered  into  sale  thereof  to  complainant,  alleging  the 
same  free  from  all  incumbrances  except  the  jointure  of  Elizabeth  his  then  wife,  and  sd.  Robert  and  Elizabeth , 
together  with  his  late  father,  Robert  Azcdley,  and  Katherine,  his  wife,  and  Robert  Azcdley ,  gent.,  then  son  and  heir 
apparent  of  Robert ,  the  son,  conveyed  same  to  sd.  complainant  for  £4100.  Since  death  of  Robert  Azcdley,  the 
father,  Robert  Azcdley,  the  defendant,  and  Henry  Azcdley,  gent.,  his  nephew,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Azcdley,  gent., 
deed.,  brother  of  sd.  Robert,  have  suppressed  some  of  the  deeds,  so  that  complainant  has  not  received  the  full 
number  of  acres  he  ought  to  have,  and  he  desires  they  may  be  summoned  to  answer  same  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2, 

A.  3/56). 


HE  WET  v.  AUDELEY 

15  Nov.  1645.  Answer  of  Anne  Audeley,  widow,  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Francis  Hezcett,  esq.,  denying  that  her 
late  husband,  William  Audeley ,  conveyed  to  Robert  Hezcett,  complainant’s  father,  grain  growing  on  the  ground  of 
ed.  Hezcett  in  Houghton  Conquest,  and  she  knows  of  no  rent  due  to  complainant.  William  Azcdley,  in  his  life  time, 
built  a  house  on  the  property,  thereby  improving  it.  An  inventory  of  sd.  William's  goods,  chattels,  etc.,  was  taken 
5  May  1641,  after  her  husband’s  death  (C.P.  Chas.  I.,  C.2,  H.  24/42). 


BEDELL  v.  AUDLEY 

12  Dec.  1649.  Complaint  of  Thomas  Bedell,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  co.  M’sex,  gent.,  that  his  father,  Matthew  Bedell, 
late  citizen  and  merchant  tailor  of  London,  deed.,  was  in  his  lifetime  seized  of  the  site  of  the  late  Priory  of  St. 
Olave’s  ah  Herringfleet,  in  Herringfleet,  co.  Suffolk,  and  of  the  rectory  and  lands  there,  and  of  the  rectory  of 
Kcmpstone,  co.  Bedf.,  and  by  deed  of  1  Chas.  I.  [1625-6]  conveyed  same  to  himself  for  life,  with  contingent 
remainders  to  his  eldest  son  Matthew,  in  tail  male,  to  complainant,  to  his  right  heirs,  and  had  also  settled  same 
6  Jas.  I.  [1607-9]  on  his  marriage  with  Ann,  complainant’s  mother.  His  mother  died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father, 
and  the  latter  about  13  or  14  years  agc>  made  his  will,  appointing  Ralph  Hawtrey,  citizen  and  draper  of  London, 
who  married  Mary,  complainant’s  sister,  exor.,  and  the  latter  proved  the  will  and  so  obtained  all  deeds  and 
evidences,  and  died  making  Mary  his  extrix.,  who  lately  has  married  Lezces  Audley ,  esq.,  and  he  desires  to  obtain 
sd.  deeds  from  sd.  Lewes  and  Mary  Audley. 

14  Dec.  1649.  Answer  of  Lewes  Audley,  esq.,  and  Mary  hi3  wife  re  sd.  deeds  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.8,  Mitford 
126/23). 

BENET  v.  AWDLEY 

8  Feb.  1649/50.  Answers  of  Lczces  Azcdley  and  Mary  his  wife  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Richard  Bcnet,  that  they 
do  not  know  that  a  bill  of  complaint  was  exhibited  in  this  court  by  complainant  and  John  Painter  against  Ralph 
Hazctrey,  nor  do  they  know  Painter  is  dead  or  that  Ralph  Hawtrey  put  in  his  answer,  but  they  believe  the  latter 
made  his  will  at  time  mentioned,  nominating  sd.  Mary,  then  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Coale  his  exors.,  and  Mary 
proved  same  and  paid  his  debts,  and  sd.  defendants  know  of  nothing  due  to  sd.  complainant. 

13  May  1650.  Answer  of  Thomas  Coale,  that  above  set  out  the  facts,  and  that  he  helped  in  the  exorship.  before 
the  marriage  of  Mary  Hawtrey  with  Major  Lezces  Azcdley,  but  has  not  proved  the  will  nor  does  he  intend  to,  and 
refuses  to  pay  complainant’s  demands  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.5,  Bridges  7/16). 

DENTON  v.  AWDLEY 

[date  torn  away — 1642-60].  Complaint  of  Matthew  Denton,  of  Hoton  Conquest,  co.  Bedf.,  gent.,  that  Robert 
Azcdley,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  co.  M’sex,  on  2  .  .  .  Nov.  24th  year  of  his  late  Majesty’s  reign  [Chas.  I.  1648],  was  seised 

in  fee  tale,  after  decease  of  Etheldred, - [torn]  of  your  orator,  of  reversion  of  5  messuages,  a  cottage,  and  land 

called  Thickethorne,  etc.,  in  Hoton  Conquest,  and  Thomas  Azcdley  (sic)  contracted  with  complainant  for  rever¬ 
sion,  and  complainant  gave  to  Thomas  Awdley  [rm]  £ - [torn).  In  1649  by  deed  Thomas  Azcdley  [n’c]  confirmed 

to  complainant  the  sd.  premises,  and  complainant  on  signing  paid  to  sd.  Robert  Azcdley  [«c]  £500.  But  the  deeds 
relating  to  same  are  in  hands  of  sd.  Robert  Azcdley,  as  also  those  of  his  late  father  Robert  Awdley,  deed.,  he 
therefore  desires  Iloberl  Awdley  may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  premises  (C.P.  Series  2,  C.3,  440/76). 

CHISHULL  v.  AUDLEY 

18  Feb.  1656/7.  Complaint  by  Thomas  Chisull,  of  London,  gent.,  late  ensign  in  Col.  Rive's  Regiment  of  the 
States  Service  in  Ireland,  that  five  years  ago  he  gave  power  and  authority  to  John  Smith,  of  Weston,  co.  Northants, 
to  receive  on  his  behalf  £180  from  Walter  Fitzzvilliams  and  £15-17-6  due  to  him  for  his  service  to  Parliament, 
and  there  is  due  to  him  from  one  Lewis  Audley  for  a  sumptcr  horse  and  other  goods  £2;,  and  other  debts  due, 
but  John  Smith  combining  with  these  debtors  has  defrauded  him  of  same. 
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2  May  1657.  Answer  of  Richard  Freeman ,  denying  any  confederacy  re  sd.  debts. 

4  June  1658.  Answer  of  Lewis  Audley,  esq.,  saying  that  in  the  year  1648  he  was  in  arms  for  the  Parliament, 
and  in  the  fight  at  Kingston  with  the  Parliament  forces  against  the  Earl  of  Holland  and  the  forces  there,  the 
forces  against  the  Parliament  were  put  to  flight  and  several  of  their  horses  taken.  Defendant’s  horse  being  some¬ 
what  spent  in  the  pursuit,  he  caused  a  portmanteau  to  be  taken  off  one  of  the  prize  nags,  worth  about  £7  or  £ 8 , 
and  put  his  own  furniture  on  him  and  left  his  own  horse,  newly  bought  of  Major  Fenwick  for  £ 12 ,  with  direction 
to  a  soldier  to  bring  same  to  Kingston  or  to  his  (defendant’s)  house,  near  Croydon,  in  Surrey.  But  he  never 
saw  his  own  horse  again,  and  he  denies  he  ever  had  a  sumpter  horse  of  complainant.  As  all  this  happened  (thus 
and  not  otherwise)  in  1648,  it  is  past  the  time  in  which  action  could  be  brought  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.6,  Collins 
I39/44)- 


AUDLEY  v.  GLYNISTER

13  Feb.  1660/1.  Complaint  of  William  Audley,  of  Hoggington,  co.  Camb.,  gent.,  that  in  1654,  being  possessed 
of  a  messuage  and  outhouses  in  Royston,  co.  Camb.,  by  conveyance  of  his  brother  Lewis.  And  ley,  he  conveyed  the 
same  on  13  Nov.  1654,  for  sum  of  ^90,  to  Richard  Glynister,  and  the  schoolmaster  at  Royston  drew  up  the  con¬ 
veyance,  complainant  being  an  illiterate  person  and  trusting  to  skill  of  sd.  schoolmaster.  Richard  Glynister  has 
lately  put  the  obligation  of  £.\oo  against  complainant,  against  all  equity,  etc. 

21  Feb.  1660/1.  Answer  of  Richard  Glynister  concerning  sd.  purchase  money  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.8,  Mitforu 

185/1). 


SMITH  v.  AUDELEY 

6  Nov.  1662.  Complaint  of  William  Smith,  of  Chester,  gent.,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  one  of  the  daus.  of  Ralph 
Hawtrey,  late  of  London,  merchant  tailor,  deed.,  that  sd.  Ralph  was  seised  of  divers  messuages  and  lands  in 
London,  and  of  a  great  personal  estate,  and  died  seised  thereof, leaving  sd.  Elizabeth  and  divers  other  children  of 
young  and  tender  age  altogether  unprovided  for,  and  by  usage  of  the  city  of  London  the  Chamberlain  took 
possession  of  same,  and  sd.  Elizabeth  until  about  4  years  ago  received  £30  a  year  for  her  maintenance,  at  which 
time  her  mother  married  Lewis  Azvdeley,  gent.,  the  defendant,  who  took  receipt  of  the  monies  and  management 
of  sd.  Elizabeth’s  estate  and  for  3  years  never  gave  her  any  money  or  made  any  account  thereof,  and  they  therefore 
desire  he  may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  same. 

23  Jany.  1662/3.  Answer  of  Lewis  Audeley,  that  from  time  of  Ralph  Haw  trey’s  death  in  1645  the  City  of  London 
allowed  sd.  Elizabeth  £20  a  year  and  after  £30  a  year.  He  says  he  married  the  widow  of  Ralph  Hawtrey  about 
15  years  ago,  but  denies  he  ever  had  the  management  of  complainant’s  money,  and  says  the  Mayor  and  Court  of 
Aldermen  had  the  same.  He  says  Elizabeth ,  after  her  mother’s  death,  was  placed  at  Putney  School,  and  afterwards 
with  Lady  Bancke,  and  later  with  one  of  her  brothers,  at  all  which  places  much  money  was  laid  out  for  her  in 
clothes  and  learning  ;  he  denies  he  is  responsible  for  any  of  her  money  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.5,  Bridges  41/113). 


MEAD  v.  GROVE  and  AUDLEY 

3  June  1663.  Complaint  by  Thomassine  Mead,  of  Bearden,  co.  Essex,  widow,  and  William  Mead,  her  son,  gent., 
that  the  latter  for  divers  years  past  has  been  seised  of  a  messuage  called  Curtis  Lambards  alias  Lambards,  and  of 
closes  called  Kilhousecroft,  Dovehouse  Croft,  New  Croft,  and  other  parcels  of  land,  and  demised  same  to  sd. 
Thomassine.  But  Thomas  Grove,  esq.,  Leans  Audley  and  Thomas  Parish  alias  Pare  are  seised  of  the  inheritance 
of  the  manor  of  Berdinghall,  co.  Essex,  within  which  manor  the  sd.  premises  lie,  and  they  desire  sd.  Thomas, 
Lewis  and  Thomas  may  set  out  what  estate  they  claim  in  sd.  premises,  etc. 

24  Oct.  1663.  Answer  of  Thomas  Grove,  esq.,  that  he  purchased  sd.  manor  about  12  years  ago. 

23  June  1663.  Answers  of  Lewis  Audley  and  Thomas  Parris  that  Thomas  Grove  in  1661  demised  the  greater  part 
of  sd.  manor  to  sd.  Lewis  Audley  for  a  term  of  years  unexpired  at  a  great  yearly  rent,  and  that  sd.  premises  lie 
within  sd.  manor  (C.P.  before  17x4,  C.io,  Whittington  70/67). 


AWBREY  v.  AUDLEY 

31  Jany.  1664/5.  Complaint  of  Herbert  Awbry,  the  younger,  of  Clehanger,  co.  Hereford,  that  Matthew  Bedell, 
the  elder,  merchant  tailor  of  London,  complainant’s  grandfather  (his  mother’s  father),  was  seised  of  certain 
lands  (see  126/23  preceding,  p.  34)  in  Sanderstead,  Coulsdon  and  Croydon,  co.  Surrey,  and  Ixwis  Audley  married 
the  relict  of  Ralph  Hawtrie,  dau.  of  Bedell  (continues  re  same). 

28  Apl.  1665.  Answer  of  Lewis  Audley  re  same  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.8.,  Mitford  156/2). 
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AUDLEY  v.  GROVE 

—  Jany.  1667/8.  Complaint  by  Lein's  Audley,  of  Borden,  co.  Essex,  gent.,  that  Thomas  Grove,  of  Borden,  gent., 
in  Mch.  1661  demised  to  him  his  dwelling  house  called  Borden  Hall,  with  lands,  etc.,  with  common  and  sheep- 
walk,  and  agreed  to  deliver  them  in  good  repair,  complainant  consenting  to  board  Grove  and  his  wife  and  children. 
Accuses  Grove  of  taking  proceeds  to  his  own  use  and  not  putting  premises  into  proper  repair. 

Answer  re  same  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.7,  Hamilton  4S0/3). 

AUDLEY  v.  AUCHER 

12  Feb.  1668/9.  Complaint  by  William  Audley,  of  Girton,  co.  Camb.,  gent.,  that  at  Michaelmas  1660  he  took 
to  farm  of  Sir  Anthony  Aucher,  knt.  and  bart.,  a  messuage  and  lands  in  Hogginton,  co.  Camb.,  at  £63  a  year,  and 
did  so  until  1665  when,  on  Lady  Day,  Sir  Anthony's  agents  came  and  said  he  must  pay  ,615  a  year  more  or  turn 
out  (continues  about  sd.  payment). 

17  Feb.  1668/9.  Answer  of  Sir  Anthony  Aucher  and  his  agents  concerning  sd.  rent  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.6,  Collins 
182/1). 

AWDLEY  v.  HAWTREY 

4  Dec.  1675.  Complaint  by  Renatus  Azvdley,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Lewis  Awdley ,  late  of  Kingston,  co.  Camb., 
esq.,  deed.,  an  infant  aged  14  years,  by  Mary  Awdley  his  mother,  that  sd.  Lewis  was  seised  of  a  capital  messuage 
in  Littleport,  Isle  of  Ely,  co.  Camb.,  and  of  a  tenement  adjoining  used  as  a  smith’s  shop,  and  of  lands  and  other 
tenements,  to  yearfy  value  of  £30,  and  by  deed,  bearing  date  24  Dec.  1669,  mortgaged  same  for  £ 160  to  John 
liawtrey ,  of  Sanderstead,  co.  Surrey,  clerk,  but  before  sd.  money  was  repaid  Lewis  Awdley  died  about  Christmas 
1670,  leaving  complainant,  an  infant  of  tender  years.  John  Hawtrey  entered  into  sd.  property,  although  all  the 
money  except  £50  had  been  repaid,  and  he  desires  to  come  to  an  account  with  sd.  Hawtrey  re  same. 

16  Dec.  1675.  Answer  of  John  Hawtrey,  clerk,  that  he  is  quite  willing  to  enter  into  an  account  re  sd.  premises 
(C.P.  before  1714,  C.io,  Whittington,  179/6). 

AWDLEY  v.  DENTON 

3  Dec.  1685.  Complaint  by  Robert  Azvdley,  of  Girton,  co.  Camb.,  gent.,  grandchild  and  next  heir  of  Robert 
Awdley,  late  of  Gray’s  Inn,  co.  M’sex,  esq.,  deed.,  that  Thomas  Azvdley,  late  of  Houghton  Conquest,  co.  Bedf., 
uncle  of  sd.  Robert  Awdley,  complainant’s  grandfather,  had  issue  only  two  sons,  Thomas,  his  eldest  son,  and  William, 
and  they  were  seised  of  divers  messuages  and  lands  in  Houghton  Conquest,  etc.,  to  the  value  of  £400  or  £500  a 
year.  The  sd.  Thomas,  being  to  marry  Etheldred  Hackett,  one  of  the  daus.  of  Roger  Hackett,  D.D.,  by  indentures 
made  in  June  4  Chas.  I.  [1628]  between  Thomas  Azvdley,  the  elder,  of  the  1st  part,  Thomas  Awdley,  the  younger, 
and  Etheldred  Hackett,  of  the  2nd  part,  and  Elizabeth  Hackett,  mother  of  Etheldred,  and  Roger  Hackett,  brother 
of  Etheldred,  of  the  3rd  part,  certain  messuages  and  lands  were  settled  on  Etheldred  as  her  jointure.  Afterwards 
the  marriage  took  place,  and  Thomas  Awdley,  the  elder,  died,  and  Thomas,  the  younger,  survived,  and  settled 
messuages,  etc.,  not  settled  in  sd.  jointure,  on  Robert  Huett,  of  Ampthill,  co.  Bedf.,  esq.,  and  others,  to  use  of 
his  wrill,  and  made  sd.  Huett  his  exor.  Thomas  Awdley  died  without  issue,  leaving  £ 1000 ,  and  Etheldred  survived 
him.  And  William  Awdley  was  also  possessed  of  divers  messuages  and  lands  in  Houghton  Conquest,  of  the  yearly 
value  of  £60,  and  was  prosecuted  for  not  attending  church,  and  fined  £100,  and  thereby  most  of  his  lands  were 
seised  into  the  King’s  hands  for  the  payment  thereof.  Robert  Huett,  after  Thomas's  death,  made  composition 
with  the  King  for  sd.  William,  who  was  heir  to  Thomas,  and  settled  the  lands  on  William's  relict,  with  remainder 
to  right  heirs  of  William. 

The  sd.  Etheldred,  after  Thomas's  death,  married  Matthew  Denton,  of  Houghton  Conquest,  gent.,  and  the 
latter,  after  William’s  death,  purchased  of  Robert  Azvdley,  complainant’s  grandfather,  the  reversion  and  in¬ 
heritance  of  Etheldred' s  jointure  only,  and  after  sd.  Robert  Audley >  and  Robert  Huett  died,  after  wLose  death 
Francis  Huett,  esq.,  son  and  heir  of  Robert,  purchased  the  lands  which  were  William  Audley' s  from  his  relict,  the 
complainant  then  being  an  infant  and  living  in  another  county.  The  sd.  lands,  etc.,  ought  after  William's  death 
to  have  reverted  to  complainant,  as  his  next  heir.  William’s  relict  died,  and  so  did  Mathew  Denton,  leaving  a  son 
Nicholas  Denton,  who  with  Martha  Hackett,  of  Houghton  Conquest,  spinster,  has  got  possession  of  the  lands. 
He  desires  sd.  Nicholas  Denton  and  Martha  Hackett  may  be  summoned  to  appear  to  answer  the  premises. 

15  Jany.  1  Jas  II.  [1685/6].  Answer  taken  at  Houghton  Conquest  of  Nicholas  Denton  and  Martha  Hackett,  that 
they  know  nothing  of  the  Awdleys  except  that  the  other  defendant  Martha's  sister  Ettaeldred  married  Thomas 
Awdley.  They  never  heard  of  William  Awdley,  and  the  lands  were  bought  of  sd.  Huett  in  a  regular  manner. 

3  Jany.  2  Jas.  II.  [1686/7].  Answer  taken  at  Houghton  Conquest  of  Martha  Llackett  that  her  mother  Elizabeth 
Hackett  made  her  will  8  Feb.  1670/1,  and  it  was  proved  7  July  1673,  leaving  the  lands,  etc.,  to  her,  this  defendant 
(C.P.  before  1714,  C.6,  Collins  365/21).

William  Carrington,  of  Whaddon,  co.  Camb.,  yeoman,  aged  79,  deposes  as  above. 

John  Willson,  of  Royston,  gent.,  aged  65,  deposes  as  above,  and  further  says  he  knows  James  I.  and 
Charles  I.  peaceably  enjoyed  Royston  House,  with  the  gardens,  orchards,  etc.,  until  the  late  unhappy  war,  when 
Lends  Audley  and  William  Audley,  under  the  late  usurping  power,  entered  upon  the  same.  Charles  II.,  by  his 
servants  and  housekeepers,  has  peaceably  enjoyed  the  same  until  the  defendant,  Mary  Chester,  unjustly  entered 
into  the  Princes  Lodgings  and  the  orchards  and  gardens  thereunto  appertaining.

MISCELLANEOUS  EVIDENCE 

Manning  and  Bray’s  Surrey  tells  us  (II.  571)  that  Matthew  Bedell,  citizen  and 
merchant  tailor  of  London,  who  had  considerable  landed  property  in  Bedfordshire  and 
Suffolk  and  died  8  Aug.  1636,  purchased  West  Burley  in  Sandersted  from  Sir  William  Walter 
in  1617  ;  and  that  (p.  572)  under  his  will  of  27  July  1636,  proved  18  Aug.  1636  in  P.C.C. 
[Pile  95],  his  sons-in-law,  Thomas  Thorold  and  Ralph  Hawtrey,  were  to  have  the  lands  of 
West  Purley  if  they  paid  certain  legacies  : — 

Ralph  Hawtrey  paid  the  legacies,  and  took  the  land.  At  his  death  he  left  several  sons  of  whom 
John  is  called  of  Ryslipp  in  Middlesex  ;  they  conveyed  to  Lezcis  Audeley  Esq.  who  had  married  Mary 
widow  of  Ralph  Hawtrey ,  a  daughter  of  Matthew  Bedell  :  they  resided  here.  Audeley  was  a  Major  in  the 
Parliament’s  Army,  wTas  one  of  Cromwell's  Commissioners  for  regulating  Church  Benefices,  and  in  1650 
had  a  Commission  from  Cromwell  to  raise  a  troop  of  horse  in  Surrey  for  defence  of  that  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth  against  enemies  foreign  or  domestic.  It  is  said,  that  through  his  interest  the  Rector  of  Sandersted 
was  suffered  to  perform  the  Church  of  England  Service  without  those  alterations  generally  required. 
Mr.  Glover  is  in  possession  of  some  original  letters  addressed  to  Audeley,  which  show  that  he  was  active 
in  the  service  and  had  some  weight  :  two  of  them  are  from  Fleetwood ,  both  dated  31  July  1659  relating 
to  an  alarm  of  an  intended  insurrection  at  Red-hill ;  the  Council  had  ordered  Colonel  Hacker  s  Regiment 
to  be  at  Red-hill  near  Cobham,  and  Major  Audeley  to  meet  there  ;  but  afterwards  finding  that  there  was 
another  Red-hill  near  Reygate,  they  by  a  second  letter  stating  that  they  did  not  know  of  there  being  two 
places  of  that  name  and  that  they  were  uncertain  which  of  them  was  intended  for  the  insurrection,  ordered 
the  Major  to  go  to  the  latter,  Hacker  to  attend  the  former,  and  to  send  to  each  other  as^  there  might  be 
occasion.  Another  letter  dated  18  Aug.  1659,  is  from  Mr.  Lcche  of  Squtrrtes  [in  IVesternam  in  Kent]  re¬ 
questing  the  Major  to  return  his  coach-horses  which  were  too  heavy  for  the  service,  and  would  be  quite 
spoiled  by  his  soldiers,  and  hoping  that  he  would  return  his  arms,  which  were  only  kept  for  defence  of 
his  house.  In  1657  the  Major  was  employed  to  sell  powder  and  old  stores  belonging  to  the  State,  ana 
having  received  350  /.  on  that  account,  he  was  obliged  to  pay  it  to  the  King  on  the  Restoration. 

In  1661  Audeley  conveyed  this  estate  to  Mr.  Harman  Atwood,  who,  however,  thought  it  prudent

From  the  Victoria  County  History  of  Bedfordshire  we  learn  (II.  342)  that  Henry  Audeley 
received  grant  of  Haynes  Grange  in  1544,  but  that  the  Snows  held  it  in  1587  ;  (II.  344) 
that  in  1544  Henry  Audeley  and  John  Maynard  received  grant  of  vicarage  and  tithes  of 
Haynes,  but  by  1587  they  were  property  of  Edward  Snowe  ;  (II.  353)  that  in  1545  Henry 
Audeley  and  John  Maynard  received  grant  of  lands  in  Luton  that  had  belonged  to  Dunstable 
Priory  ;  (III.  132)  that  Henry  VIII.  granted  rectory  and  advowson  of  Clapham  church  to 
Henry  Audeley  and  John  Maynard ;  (III.  147)  that  certain  land  in  Milton  Ernest,  belonging  to 
the  Convent  of  Caldwell,  was  part  of  a  grant  made  by  Henry  VIII.  to  the  same  pair  ;  who 
also  (III.  408)  in  1545  received  from  the  same  source  a  small  estate  at  Nares  Gladley,  Leighton 
Buzzard.

AUDLEY,  THOfvlAS,  late  of  Staple  Inn,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  Thomas  A.,  of  Houghton  Conquest, 
Beds. — 8  Aug.  1620.  /.  774. 

AUDLEY,  THOMAS,  of  Staple  Inn,  gen.  —  1  Nov.  1617.  /.  737.  In  all  probability  identical  with  the 
last  mentioned  Thomas  Audley. 

AUDLEY,  THQ. — 1579,/.  671.  (Thomas  Audley,  sometime  of  Gray’s  Inn,  bd.  at  St.  Andrew’s,  Hol- 
born,  3  March  1634-5.) 

The  following  is  from  Venn’s  Alumni  Cantabrigienses  : — 

AWDLEY,  ROBERT.  Matric.  pens.,  from  Pembroke,  Michs.  1585.  Rob.  Audley  of  Houghton,  Beds. 
(sic)  and  of  Barnard’s  Inn,  was  adm.  at  Gray’s  Inn,  Feb.  9,  1585-6.  Probably  son  of  Thomas  of  Houghton 
(J.  Foster,  Gray's  Inn). 

From  the  Victoria  County  History  of  Hertfordshire  it  appears  (II.  391-2)  that  the 
rectory  and  advowson  of  Ridge  was  sold  in  1544  by  Nicholas  Bacon,  of  London,  to 
Henry  Audley,  of  London,  who  died  seised  of  it  in  1545,  leaving  his  nephew  Thomas,  son 
of  his  brother  Thomas,  his  heir,  a  minor  ;  seisin  of  advowson  and  rectory  delivered  to 
Thomas  in  1561,  who  in  1566  obtained  licence  to  alienate  it  to  Robert  Harris  and  Rowland 
his  brother.  Also  (III.  258)  that  the  whole  of  Court  House  at  Royston  seems  to  have  come 
into  possession  of  Lewis  and  William  Awdley,  during  the  Protectorate. 
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In  J.  G.  Nichols’s  Topographer  and  Genealogist  (I.  75)  is  the  following  note  on 
Houghton  Conquest  church  : — 

Against  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel  is  a  heavy  arch  for  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  at  the  back  of  which  is  this 
inscription,  THOMAS  AWDLEY,  JANUARY  22,  1531.  On  the  table  within  it  were  brasses,  now  gone, 
of  a  man,  his  wife,  a  son,  and  two  daughters.  Etching  by  T.  Fisher,  1836.

Roger  Davis,  of  Stepney,  Middx.,  mariner,  bach.,  abt.  23,  and  Frances  Awdeley,  of  Barden,  Essex,  spr., 
abt.  18,  with  consent  of  her  father,  Lewis  Awdeley  ;  at  Stepney,  St.  Clement  Danes,  or  Gray’s  Inn 
Chapel. 

Among  the  Skinners’  Company  apprenticeships  printed  in  Miscellanea  Genealogica 
et  Heraldica ,  3rd  series,  vol.  I.,  p.  42,  is  the  following  : — “1654.  Thomas  Audley,  son  of 
Thomas,  of  Great  Grandsdon,  co.  Huntingdon,  Gent.” 

In  F.  Marcham’s  List  of  Surrey  Deeds ,  Part  4,  p.  75,  was  this  item  : — “  Release,  10 
July,  1663,  Lewis  Audley,  of  Berden,  co.  Essex,  and  Harman  Attwood  of  Sandersted.  Money. 
Sigs.  of  first  part,  4s.” 

The  Victoria  County  History  of  Bedfordshire ,  under  Houghton  Conquest  (III.  295), 
mentions  the  slab  in  the  chancel  to  Thomas  Audley  1599,  and  the  canopied  tomb  there  “  to 
his  father  of  the  same  name  who  died  in  1531.” 

The  following  extract  from  A  History  of  Great  Gransden ,  by  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Edmonds, 
then  Vicar,  be-knights  two  members  of  the  family  who  escaped  such  an  honour  : — 

We  learn  from  the  Heraldic  Visitation  of  the  County  of  Huntingdon,  (made  in  1613)  under  the 
authority  of  William  Camden,  that  King  Henry  VIII  in  his  twenty-ninth  year  (1538)  granted  the  Manor 
of  Great  Gransden  to  Henry  Audley,  Knight,  and  that  his  grandson  Robert  Audley,  Knight,  was  then 
living,  whose  son  and  heir,  Robert,  was  aged  twTenty-four  at  the  time  of  the  “  visitation,”  and  his  grandson 
Robert  aged  three. 

Our  Church  Register  informs  us  that  Robert  Awdley  (Sir  Robert’s  “  son  and  heir  ”)  was 
“  christened  the  xxth  of  Aprill,  1589  ”  and  his  brother  “  Thomas,  the  sonne  of  Robert  Audley,  gent., 
the  xxviii  of  September  1600.” 

The  closing  record  of  this  family  in  our  Registers  is  “  1638.  Mr.  Thomas  Awdeley,  sepultus 
May  3rd.”  The  house  called  “Audley  House  ”  was  probably  the  dwelling  of  one  of  these  two  brotners, 
and  it  seems  to  have  continued  long  in  the  possession  of  the  Audleys. 

From  the  “Staffordshire  Parliamentary  History”  contributed  by  Col.  Josiah  C. 
Wedgwood  to  the  Staffordshire  Historical  Collections  ( William  Salt  Society ),  New  Series, 
1920  and  1922  vol.,  pp.  1 13-14,  we  learn  that  William  Sneyd  of  Keele,  M.P.  Staffs.  1660,  was 
bom  1613,  2nd  son  of  Ralph  Sneyd,  of  Keele,  by  Felice,  dau.  of  Nicholas  Archbold,  of 
Uttoxeter  ;  admitted  fellow-commoner  of  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  7  July  1632,  aged  18, 
admitted  to  Gray’s  Inn  9  May  1634  ;  assessment  commissioner  for  Staffs,  1656  ;  J.P.  1660— 
94  sheriff  1663-4  >  mard.  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Robert  Audley,  of  Gransden,  Plunts.,  and  died 
“  aged  82,”  being  burd.  at  Wolstanton  17  Jan.  1695. 

The  will  of  William  Sneyd,  of  Keele,  co.  Staffs.,  esq.,  was  dated  12  Dec.  1694,  and 
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proved  30  Mch.  1695  in  P.C.C.  [Irby  39].  He  desires  to  be  burd.  in  the  chancel  of  Wol- 
stanton  church,  by  his  wife,  father  and  mother  ;  no  Audleys  are  mentioned.  The  present 
Sneyds  of  Keele  descend  from  William  Sncyd  and  Elizabeth  Audley  ;  see  their  pedigree  m 
Burke’s  Landed  Gentry. 

In  the  weddings  at  St.  Mary  le  Strand  printed  in  the  Gejiealogist ,  New  Series,  IV., 
1 13,  appears  : — “  1616,  July  20.  Henry  Awdley  and  Anne  Turner,  per  lyc.” 

The  Wingate  pedigree  in  Robert  Clutterbuck’s  Hertfordshire ,  II.  (1821),  496,  says 
that  George  Wingate,  of  Harlington,  co.  Bedf.,  by  his  first  wife  Anne,  dau.  of  John  Belfield, 
of  Studham,  co.  Hertf.,  had  a  youngest  dau.  Anne,  who  mard.  Thomas  Audley,  of  Houghton 
Conquest. 

The  Genealogical  Society’s  MS.  Index  says  that  Thomas,  son  of  Thomas  Audley, 
bom  4  Dec.  1604,  mard.  Etheldreda  Halket,  at  North  Crawley,  Bucks.,  on  5  June,  1628.

Canon  Noble  sends  me  an  extract  from  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Edmonds’s  History 
of  Great  Gransden  in  the  County  oj  Huntingdon ,  in  which  is  given  the  following 
translation  of  a  Latin  inscription  on  a  tombstone  in  the  churchyard  of  All  Saints, 
Huntingdon: — 

Beneath  sleepeth  in  certain  hope  of  rising  again  at  the  Last  Day,  Edward  Audley, 
second  son  of  Edward  Audley,  late  Alderman  of  this  Town,  sprang  from  the  noble  family  of  the 
Audleys  of  Great  Gransden  in  Eluntingdonshire.  Who  received  life  on  the  Twenty-second 
day  of  the  month  of  December,  1682,  and  unwedded  departed  from  this  light  on  the  fourth 
day  of  the  month  of  February 


In  the  Year 


of  (our)  Salvation,  1758 
of  (his)  Age,  75  and  14  days. 


Roxton,  where  lived  Edward  Audley,  great  grandfather  of  the  above  Edward, 
is  only  some  eight  miles  west  of  Great  Gransden,  but  I  have  no  evidence  of  his 
connexion  with  the  family  settled  at  the  latter  place  [see  ante ,  p.  29,  AUDLEY 
OF  GREAT  GRANSDEN  AND  HOUGHTON  CONQUEST].  It  is  clear, 
however,  that  his  family  was  not  native  to  Roxton,  for,  apart  from  his  own  children, 
there  are  no  Audleys  mentioned  in  the  register  there  except  for  one  William 
Audley,  who  was  churchwarden  in  1618/19. 

Sandy,  where  Edward  Audley  married  his  wife,  Mary  Bromsall,  on  23  July 
1610,  is  the  adjoining  parish  to  Roxton.  The  Rector,  while  admitting  his  lack  of 
expertness  in  reading  the  early  registers,  has  searched  from  their  commencement 
in  1538  down  to  1660  without  finding  another  entry  relating  to  the  name,  except 
the  marriage  on  3  Feb.  1554  of  a  Joan  Audoli  to  a  man  whose  name  he  cannot  read. 
He  tells  me  that  the  Bromsalls  were  gentry  throughout  the  earlier  years  of  the 
registers,  with  frequent  entries  under  their  name.  He  certainly  missed  the  baptism 
of  William  Audley  in  1611. 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  descendants  of  Edward  Audley  of  Roxton 
became  extinct  in  the  male  line  on  the  death  of  his  great-grandson  abovementioned 

in  1758.

EDWARDES  v.  AUDLEY 

19  Apl.  1692.  Complaint  by  Charles  Edwardes,  late  of  St.  Gilcs-in-the-Fields,  co.  M’sex,  labourer,  that  in  1667

Hunts.,  yeoman,  and  John  Landell,  of  same,  yeoman, 
sons  and  exors.  of  will  of  Thomas  Landell,  late  of  Bugden,  yeoman,  deed.,  that  latter  became  bound  to  Edward 
Audley,  then  of  Huntingdon,  gent.,  deed.,  in  a  bond  of  3  Nov.  1686,  in  £200,  on  marr.  of  sd.  bounden  Thomas 
Landell  with  Anne  Bonham,  widow  of  John  Bonham,  of  Buckworth,  co.

“  John  Audley ,  L.L.D.  Vicar  General  of  the  Province  of  York ,  and  Chancellor  of  that 
Diocese,  appointed  Deputy  to  Tho.  Stanley ,  L.L.B.  Official  to  the  Archdeacon  of  London ,  in 
room  of  Dr.  Cotterell  deed  :  a  Place  of  great  Trust,  and  considerable  Profit  ”  {Gent's  Mag., 
1738,  May).  “  Doc.  Audley  ”  was  burd.  at  Bath  Abbey  Church  on  7  Apl.  1747  ( Harleian

There  is  no  direct  proof  that  the  brothers  Thomas  and  John  Audley,  citizens 
and  grocers  of  London,  were  identical  with  the  two  sons,  so  named,  of  Thomas 
Audley  of  Kenlow.  But  the  correspondence  in  their  names,  each  pair  with  a  sister 
Audrey  and  a  mother  Agnes,  scarcely  leaves  room  for  doubt,  especially  when  we 
find  that  Thomas  of  London  owned  lands  in  Hertf.,  while  his  son,  Lawrence 
Audley,  also  citizen  and  grocer  of  London,  had  an  aunt  and  cousin  at  Clothall, 
in  Hertf.,  only  about  seven  miles  from  Henlow. 

Henlow  is  within  six  miles  of  Hitchin,  where  a  family  of  Audley  was  strongly 
established  (see  post. ,  AUDLEY  OF  HITCHIN)  ;  and  also  within  eight  or  nine 
miles,  in  different  directions,  are  Houghton  Conquest  (see  ante ,  p.  29,  AUDLEY 
OF  GREAT  GRANSDEN  AND  HOUGHTON  CONQUEST),  and  Sandy, 
where  Edward  Audley  married  in  1610  (see  ante>  p.  49,  AUDLEY  OF  ROXTON 
AND  HUNTINGDON). 

The  Henlow  register  begins  in  1558.  It  has  not  been  examined  for  my 
purposes,  but  F.  A.  Blaydes,  in  his  Genealogia  Becljordiensis ,  1538-1700,  prints 
only  one  Audley  entry  therefrom,  the  marriage  on  20  July  1631  of  Lawrence 
Audley,  of  Clotham  (?  Clothall),  co.  Hertf.,  to  Agnes  Tudding,  by  licence. 

There  are  a  number  of  entries,  as  will  be  seen,  in  the  registers  of  St.  Magnus 
the  Martyr,  London  Bridge,  which  at  present  cannot  be  given  their  proper  places  in 
the  pedigree,  as  the  John  and  Thomas  Audleys  in  the  third  and  fourth  generations 
are  not  yet  clearly  distinguishable.  And  there  seems  no  place  for  William  Audley, 
the  chandler,  who  occurs  in  the  register  of  St.  Margaret  Moses,  Friday  Street,  1600- 
1602,  unless  we  assume  that  William,  the  grocer,  in  addition  to  dabbling  in  the 
business  of  a  linendraper,  and  engaging  in  trading  adventures  to  the  West  Coast  of 
Africa,  also  embraced  chandlery.

Complaint  by  William  Atcdley ,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London,  that  about  30  years  ago  he  became 
partner  with  Rainborne  Durham,  citizen  and  skinner  of  London,  in  the  trade  of  linendrapery,  and  continued  so  for 
some  time  until  the  partnership  was  dissolved.  By  indenture  of  12  (torn)  1597  agreement  re  debts  was  made 
between  them.  Durham  recovered  debts  owing  to  both  and  then  left  the  kingdom,  but  about  6  years  ago  he 
promised  to  make  complainant  a  good  estate  of  land  in  Charing,  co.  Kent,  to  value  of  £40  a  year,  but  has  not 
done  so  [C.P.,  Chas.

tholomew’s.  The  marriage  for  which  this  licence  was  obtained  is  the 
subject  of  a  scandalous  story  revealed  in  an  article  in  The  Library  for  June 
and  Sept.  1927,  pp.  39-57 ,  and  233-59,  entitled  “  Keep  the  Widow'  Waking: 
A  lost  Play  by  Dekker,”  by  Prof.  Charles  J.  Sisson,  who  obtained  his 
evidence  mostly  from  the  Star  Chamber  Proceedings,  James  I.  Bundle  31, 
No.  16  (Public  Record  Office).  The  story,  in  brief,  is  as  follows.  Anne 
Elsdon,  who,  at  the  age  of  29,  had  married  John  Elsdon,  gent.,  at  St. 
Martin  in  the  Fields,  on  21  Jany.  1 590/1  [“  Joan’es  Ellesdon  &  Anna 
Mumes  ”  Harleian  Society  s  Register  Section,  XXV.,  77],  was  a  widow'  of 
62,  writh  one  child  Frances  (married  to  Benjamin  Garfield,  of  St.  James, 
Clerkenw'ell),  and  a  fortune  of  several  thousand  pounds.  Herself  a  woman 
of  not  too  abstemious  habits,  Mrs.  Elsdon  was  enticed  by  Tobias  Audley, 
“  of  Wood  Streete  in  your  Cittye  of  London,  a  keeper  of  a  Tobacco  shoppe 
and  a  most  notorious  lewd  person  and  of  noe  worth  or  Creditt,”  into  a 
tavern,  and  plied  with  drink,  and  maltreated,  for  several  days,  in  disreput¬ 
able  company,  till  she  was  in  a  helpless  condition  of  mind  and  body. 
Tobias  Audley,  early  on  23  July  1624,  went  out  and  obtained  the  licence 
quoted,  and  at  noon,  though  he  had  not  dispensation  for  the  ceremony 
to  be  performed  outside  the  church,  was  married  to  Mrs.  Elsdon,  by  the 
Rev.  Nicholas  Cartmell,  a  kindred  spirit,  at  the  Nags  Head,  Cheapside. 
The  w'hole  plot,  of  course,  W'as  for  him  to  obtain  possession  of  her  fortune. 
Benjamin  Garfield,  her  son-in-law,  at  once  took  action,  and  Tobias 
Audley,  “gent.,”  appeared  at  the  Middlesex  Sessions,  on  9  Aug.  1624, 
when  he  -was  released  on  bail.  To  strike  a  balance  between  the  defence  and 
prosecution,  he  was  about  25  years  old  ;  and  already  a  widower.  On 
1  Sept,  he  appeared  at  the  Sessions  of  Peace,  and  was  committed  to  gaol, 
and  on  3  Sept,  charged  at  the  Old  Bailey  with  assault,  and  a  true  bill 
returned.  He  made  several  more  appearances,  without  a  decision,  and 
Garfield,  disgusted  with  the  Common  Law',  took  the  matter  to  the  Court  of 
Star  Chamber,  and  laid  an  information  there  dated  26  Nov.  1624, t0  which 
Audley  answered  on  10  Dec.  1624.  Audley  and  his  confederates  w'ere 
charged  with  having  conspired  wdth  Thomas  Dekker  [1570  ?-i64i  ?]  and 
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others  to  render  Mrs.  Elsdon  ridiculous  by  making  her  marriage  the 
subject  of  a  “  libellous  and  scandalous  enterlude  and  play,”  called  Keep 
the  Widow  Waking ,  acted  several  times  in  the  autumn  of  1624,  at  the  Red 
Bull.  There  was  no  real  evidence  of  such  complicity,  and  though  the  case 
still  dragged  on  in  July  1626  the  principal  parties  had  by  then  died,  Mrs. 
Elsdon  before  24  Mch.  1626,  and  Audley  himself,  probably  in  Newgate, 
before  10  July  1625.

AUDLEY  OF  BUCKINGHAM  AND  OF 

FULHAM 


This  is  rather  a  ragged  and  unfinished  pedigree,  and  we  would  willingly 
exchange  some  of  the  numerous  Chancery7  suits  concerning  the  affairs  of  Joseph 
Audley  [1628  P-yS] ,  sword  cutler  to  Charles  II.,  for  more  definite  evidence  in 
regard  to  other  less  exalted  members  of  the  family. 

It  seems  very  probable  that  Thomas  Audley  of  Buckingham,  whose  son 
Richard  was  father  of  the  said  Joseph,  was  identical  with  Thomas,  son  of  John 
Audley  of  North  Marston,  which  is  only  some  nine  miles  to  the  south-east,  and  a 
little  further  away  than  Grandborough,  where  John’s  son  Christopher  lived. 
This  Christopher,  in  his  will  of  1578,  mentions  his  nephew  Paul  Audley,  and  as 
Thomas  Audley  of  Buckingham  had  a  son  Paul,  born  in  1562,  there  seems  every 
likelihood  that  the  bearers  of  this  uncommon  Christian  name  were  one  and  the 
same  person.  Perhaps  William  Audley,  baptized  at  Buckingham  in  1564,  was 
another  son  of  Thomas,  and  so  the  nephew  William  Audley  mentioned  in  Christo¬ 
pher’s  will. 

Another  link  between  the  Audleys  of  North  Marston  and  Buckingham  is 
that  both  used  the  name  Henry. 

Of  John  Audley,  citizen  and  stationer  of  London,  mentioned  in  the  Chancery 
suit  of  30  Nov.  1669  (then  dead)  as  party  to  a  bond  with  the  brothers  Paul  and 
Joseph  Audley,  on  6  Jany.  1662/3,  I  have  no  other  record,  but  conclude  he  was  yet 
another  brother.  I  have  not,  however,  had  the  hardihood  to  include  him  in  the 
pedigree. 

The  family  petered  out  at  Buckingham  before  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  and  apparently  at  Fulham  too,  but  there  are  numerous  members  whose 
careers  are  unaccounted  for  and  who  may  have  left  descendants.

[wo  date\  Complaint  by  Paul  Aicdley,  son  and  heir  and  residuary  legatee  of  Joseph  Aicdley,  late  citizen  and  sword 
cutler  of  London,  deed.,  and  George  Sterman,  citizen  and  clothworker  of  London,  surviving  exor.  of  said  Joseph 
Aicdley,  that  said  Joseph  had  great  intimacy  with  Sir  George  Wharton ,  bart.,  Paymaster  of  the  Ordnance  in  the  Tower 
of  London,  since  deed.,  and  Joseph  being  sword  cutler  to  the  King  delivered  great  quantities  of  arms  to  theTower 
for  his  Majesty’s  use  to  said  Wharton ,  and  Henry  Nelthrop ,  of  London,  goldsmith,  having  married  a  dau.  of  Sir 
George  Wharton,  the  said  Joseph  was  very  intimate  with  him  and  in  1675  complainant  was  apprenticed  to  Nelthrop.

Anne,  wife  of  Thomas  Wilford,  the  said  messuage,  in  tail  male,  in  default  to  his  son, 
Paul  Audley,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  his  brother  Francis  Audlcy  to  have  £\c  a  year  out  of  said  rent  for  life.  Now 
the  said  Paul  Audley,  Thomas  Wilford,  of  London,  apothecary,  and  Anne  his  wife,  Milliceni  Audley,  relict  of  said 
Joseph,  and  Francis  Audley,  brother  of  Joseph,  and  Nathaniel  String,  William  Eduards  and  George  Stirrnan, 
exors.  of  will  of  Joseph,  combine  together  to  try  and  make  complainant  pay  the  arrears  of  fio  a  year,  saying  the 
tenement  was  let  at  £40,  not  £30. 

22  Apl.  1681.  Answer  of  Thomas  Wilford,  his  wife  Anne,  and  Millicent  AudLy,  relict  of  said  Joseph  Audley,  that 
said  rent  was  £40  a  year  and  denying  that  any  abatement  was  made  of  said  rent  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.  10,  Whitting- 
ton  139/71]. 

AUDLEY  v.  GOLD 

23  May,  34  Chas.  II.  (1682).  Answer  of  Sir  Thomas  Gold,  knt.,  Adrian  Scrope,  Thomas  Tonnesend,  and  Stephen 
Evance,  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Paul  Audley  and  George  Sterman,  that  they  believe  before  Joseph  Audley' s  death 
he  had  great  intimacy  with  Sir  George  Wharton,  bart.,  Treasurer  of  the  Ordnance  in  the  Tower  of  London,  and 
that  Joseph  Audley  was  by  trade  a  sword  cutler  and  was  also  sword  cutler  to  the  King.  Joseph  Audley  put  com¬ 
plainant  Paul,  his  son,  apprentice  to  Henry  Nelthorpe,  goldsmith,  in  Lombard  Street,  and  they  know  nothing  of 
the  conditions,  or  the  behaviour  of  Paul.  Nelthorpe  and  Joseph  Audley  had  dealings  in  money,  as  may  be  seen  by 
the  former’s  book,  but  they  know  nothing  as  to  whether  Nelthorpe  intended  to  defraud  Joseph  Audley.  They  know 
that  without  Nelthorpe’s  money  Audley  could  not  have  carried  on  his  trade.  Joseph  Audley  could  write  and  read 
very  well  and  his  name  subscribed  to  his  bonds  is  written  in  a  plain  and  legible  hand.  1  hey  believe  complainant, 
Sterman ,  was  the  only  exor.  named  in  Joseph  Audley’ s  will  who  took  upon  him  the  burden  of  exorship.

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of  arm?  to  the  Tower  of  London.  Re  debts  contracted  in  said  business,  and  bonds  entered  into  for  payment  of 
same  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.5,  Bridges  440/1]. 

PUREFOY  v.  AUDLEY 

29  Jany.  1682/3.  Complaint  by  Knightley  Purefoy,  of  Shaldeston,  co.  Bucks.,  esq.,  that  he  borrowed  £350  of  Mary 
and  Susanna  Binyon,  of  Buckingham,  and  by  indenture  bearing  date  22  Apl.  30  Chas.  II.  [167S]  conveyed  to 
Nathaniel  Kent  two  closes  of  pasture  in  Shaldeston,  called  Old  Wick  and  Further  Hayes,  for  500  years,  the  same  to 
be  void  on  repayment  of  certain  money  and  aforesaid  debt.  Mary  Binyon  has  married  Thomas  Audley,  of  Bucking¬ 
ham,  and  complainant  has  paid  her  £ 200  and  interest  due,  and  £150  still  remains  to  be  paid,  but  said  Thomas 
Audley  and  Mary  his  wife  and  Susanna  Binyon  combine  to  extort  money  from  him  and  put  him  to  excessive 
charge  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.7,  Hamilton  576/107].

Redrose]  Street,  Covent  Garden,  and  to 
his  dau.  Ann,  wife  of  Thomas  Willford,  in  tail  male,  a  messuage  called  the  Golden  Dolphin  in  Holborn,  co.  M’sex, 
and  four  messuages  in  Clerkenwell  Green  ;  he  made  his  said  son  Paul  residuary  legatee  and  appointed  Nathaniel 
String,  William  Edwards  and  George  Sterman  his  exors.  And  he  gave  to  complainant  for  life  his  messuage  in 
Brook  Green,  Hammersmith,  and  by  a  codicil  gave  her  and  her  dau.  Mary  £ 100 .  Joseph  Audley  died  27  Sept. 
1678,  and  great  part  of  his  personal  estate  consisted  of  a  debt  of  £4500  due  from  the  King  for  swords,  etc., 
delivered  to  the  Tower  of  London.  Deceased  was  a  freeman  of  the  Company  of  Blacksmiths.  George  Sterman 
alone  proved  will  and  she  desires  he  and  Paul  Audley,  Nathaniel  String ,  Thomas  Wilford  and  Anne  his  wife,  and 
Francis  Overs  and  Mary  his  wife  may  be  summoned  to  declare  value  of  estate  of  deed,  and  the  reason  they  refuse 
to  divide  said  houses  and  goods  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.7,  Hamilton  597/4], 

AUDLEY  v.  STERMAN 

[no  date].  The  demurrer  of  George  Sterman  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Millicent  Audley,  that  plaintiff’s  demand 
against  defendant,  as  one  of  the  exors.  of  Joseph  Audley,  is  founded  on  the  custom  of  the  city  of  London,  as  she 
is  widow  and  relict  of  sai d  Joseph  Audley,  deed.,  who  was  a  freeman  of  that  city,  yet  she  has  not  made  Paul  Audley, 
the  residuary  legatee,  and  Ann  Wilford,  another  legatee,  who  are  the  children  of  said  Joseph,  parties  to  the  bill  as  she 
ought  to  have  done,  nor  has  she  made  Nathaniel  String  and  William  Edwards ,  the  other  exors.,  parties  to  said 
bill.

Wilford  and  her  issue,  in  default  to  said  Paul.  He  further  bequeathed  40s/-  a  year  to  his  nephew  William  Audley, 
and  to  Joseph,  son  of  Henry  Audley,  £100,  when  of  age,  and  to  Edieard  and  Robert  Newton,  and  other  sens  of 
Robert  Newton,  of  Newmarket,  near  Clements  Inn,  M’sex,  £$o  each  when  of  age,  and  £10  a  year  to  Mary,  wife

She  denies  she  entered  into  an  agreement  before  her  marriage  with  Joseph  Audley ,  either  with 
Mr.  Griffin  named  in  the  bill,  or  any  other,  as  far  as  she  can  remember,  but  it  is  above  21  years  since  the  said 
marriage  took  place.  Her  husband  agreed  she  was  to  have  £600  in  six  months  after  his  death,  in  satisfaction  of 
her  thirds,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  city  of  London  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.9,  Reynardson  108/8]. 

AWDLEY  t>.  AW D LEY 

27  Nov.  1683.  Answer  of  Paul  Aicdley ,  gent.,  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Millicent  Azodley,  widow.  He  says  he  is  the 
eldest  and  only  son  and  heir  of  Joseph  Azcdley ,  deed.,  and  that  complainant  is  widow  of  said  Joseph,  who  was  a 
freeman  and  citizen  of  London  and  made  a  will  as  set  forth  in  bill  of  complaint.  At  the  time  of  her  marriage  to 
said  Joseph  Azodley,  complainant  was  a  widow  with  children,  but,  being  past  childbearing  age,  was  net  like  to 
have  any  by  said  Joseph ,  and  it  was  agreed  between  them  that  if  Joseph  died  before  her  she  was  to  have  £Coo,  in 
lieu  of  a  third  of  the  estate  [C.P.  before  1714,  C.5,  Bridges  438/34].

Complaint  by  Thomas  IVil/ord,  citizen  and  apothecary  of  London,  and  Ann  his  wife,  dau.  of  Joseph 
Audley,  late  citizen  and  blacksmith  of  London,  deed.,  Francis  Audley,  of  the  Tower  Hamlet,  blacksmith,  brother 
of  Joseph  Audley,  Robert  Newton,  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  co.  M’sex,  oilman,  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  Edward  their 
son,  and  their  infant  sons  John  and  Richard  Newton,  that  Joseph  Audley  was  seised  in  his  lifetime  of  considerable 
real  estate  and  of  divers  leases  of  houses  in  London,  and  of  debts  upon  tallies,  and  of  goods  belonging  to  the  trade 
of  a  sword  cutler,  and  made  his  will  7  Sept.  1678,  bequeathing  to  Ann  Wilford  in  tail  male  the  freehold  messuage 
called  the  Golden  Dolphin  in  Holborn,  and  if  Ann  died  without  male  issue,  then  same  to  his  son  Paul  Audley 
and  his  heirs,  Francis  A.udley,  brother  of  Joseph,  to  have  £10  a  year  out  of  same,  and  to  said  Anne  he  gave  his  four 
houses  in  Clerkenwell  Green,  and  the  bowling  alley  there,  and  a  fourth  part  of  his  household  goods  ;  a  moiety 
of  said  goods  tc  his  then  wife  Milicent,  and  remainder  to  his  son  Paul.  He  gave  his  brother  Francis  £25.  He  gave 
Robert  and  Mary  Newton  £\o  each,  and  to  said  Mary  £10  a  year  for  life  out  of  his  houses  and  shops  in  St. 
Bartholomew  Lane,  London,  and  he  gave  Edward,  John  and  Richard  Newton  £50  each  at  their  ages  of  21 .  He  made 
his  son  Paul  residuary  legatee  (the  overplus  amounting  to  some  thousands  of  pounds),  and  Mr.  William  Edwards, 
now  deed.,  Mr.  Nathaniel  String,  &  Mr.  George  Sterman  his  exors.  Soon  after  Joseph  died  and  String  and  Edwards 
renounced  exorship.,  and  George  Sterman  proved  the  will  and  entered  into  Joseph’s  estate,  being  £ 6000  and  more. 
He  ought  to  have  paid  Joseph’s  debts  and  said  legacies,  but,  combining  with  said  Paul  Audley,  has  not  paid  said 
legacies,  but  alleges  he  has  paid  all  to  Paul  who  was  not  to  have  his  residue  until  the  legacies  had  been  paid.  They 
therefore  desire  that  Nathaniel  String,  Paul  Audley  and  George  Sterman  may  be  summoned  to  answer  the  premises 
[C.P.  before  1714,  C.8,  Mitford  272/122]. 


WILFORD  o.  AUDLEY 

17  Feb.  1684/5.  Answer  of  George  Sterman,  exor.  of  will  of  Joseph  Audley,  to  bill  of  complaint  of  Thomas  Wilford 
and  his  wife,  Francis  Audley  and  others.

13  Nov.  last  past,  and  she  bequeathed  to  Samuel  How,  of  St.  Brides,  London,  gent.,  and  Henry  Lobb,  of  St. 
James,  Westminster,  joiner,  all  her  right  and  title  to  houses  in  Bartholomew  Lane,  Lothbury,  London,  and  her  rents 
in  Scalding  Alley,  near  the  Poultry,  London,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  to  her  dau.  Mary  Overs,  she  providing 
for  testator’s  dau.  Rebecca  Fletcher's  three  children,  viz.  Robert,  John,  and  Millicent  Fletcher,  which  she  had  by 
Robert  Fletcher,  and  after  Mary  Overs'  death  to  her  children,  Mary,  Millicent  and  Francis  Overs.  She  made  said 
Mary  Overs  her  extrix.  ;  the  will  was  dated  17  Sept.  1696.  They  do  not  consider  themselves  accountable  to  com¬ 
plainants  for  the  personal  estate  of  said  Millicent  [C.P.  before  1714,  Bridges  184/101].

The  Bishop  of  London  licenced  Joseph  Awdley,  of  St.  Bartholomew  Exchange, 
blacksmith,  widower,  about  34,  on  24  May  1662,  to  marry  Millicent  Goldbey,  of  St.Vedast, 
widow,  about  34,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Paul’s  Wharf  (Genealogical  Society’s  Index).  The  Chancery 
suit  of  27  Nov.  1683  described  her  as  “  past  childbearing  age  ”  at  the  time  of  this  marriage 
(see  ante ,  p.  71). 

A  licence  was  issued  from  the  Faculty  Office  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  14 
Dec.  1677,  for  the  marriage  of  Thomas  Wilford,  of  St.  Gabriel  Fenchurch,  London,  bach., 
25,  and  Anne  Audley,  spinster,  24,  dau.  of  Joseph  Audley,  of  St.  Bartholomew  by  the  Ex¬ 
change,  London,  gent.,  who  consents  ;  at  Tottenham,  Edmonton,  or  Enfield,  M’sex  ( Harleian 
Society ,  XXIV.,  141). 

William  Audley,  of  St.  Andrew,  Holborn,  M’sex,  bach.,  30,  was  licensed  by  Bishop  of 
London,  on  19  May  1720,  to  marry  Sarah  Bird,  of  same,  spinster,  25,  at  St.  Andrew  (Genea¬ 
logical  Society’s  Index). 

Henry,  son  of  Richard  Audley,  of  Hammersmith,  M’sex,  was  apprenticed  on  6  Oct. 
171 1  to  Henry  Howard,  of  St.  James,  Westminster,  silk  dyer  ;  consideration,  £5  (Genealogical 
Society’s  Index).

AUDLEY  OF  HUSBORNE  CRAWLEY  (CO.  BEDFORD) 


Husborne  Crawley,  in  Bedfordshire,  is  only  about  seven  miles  from  Houghton 
Conquest,  where  another  family  of  Audley  was  established.  It  is  natural  to  assume 
a^eonnexion,  especially  as  Henry  Audley,  whose  brother  Thomas  was  of  Houghton 
C  onquest,  in  his  will  of  30  Apl.  1545  leaves  an  annuity  of  £ 2  to  William  Audley  of 
Aspley  Guise,  which  is  only  a  mile  from  Husborne  Crawlev  (see  ante ,  pp.  29-30, 
AUDLEY  OF  GREAT  GRANSDEN  AND  HOUGHTON  CONQUEST). 
Perhaps  this  William  was  progenitor  of  the  Husborne  Crawley  family.  The  Aspley 
Guise  register  begins  in  1563,  but  a  search  therein  down  to  1603,  by  the  Rector, 
reveals  no  Audley  entry.  The  William  Audley  who  starts  this  pedigree  was  not  the 
first  to  settle  in  Husborne  Crawley,  for  a  John  “  Aulaye  ”  was  buried  there  2  Mch. 
1558/9,  and  a  William  Audley  on  28  Mch.  1582,  while  a  Joan  Audley  was  married 
there  on  28  Apl.  1589  to  John  Barnes. 

It  seems  clear  that  the  Audleys  left  Husborne  Crawley  before  the  end  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  with  the  exception  of  Robert,  who  was  buried  there  in  1708. 
H  they  became  extinct  in  the  male  line,  it  was  not  at  Husborne  Crawley.

AUDLEY  v.  GRISSELL

gent.,  deed.,  and  grandchild  of  William  Audley,  of  the  same,  gent.,  and  Tabitha  his  wife,  both  deed.,  that  sd. 
William  and  Tabitha  were  seised  in  tail  of  a  mess,  or  tenement,  and  12  acres  of  land  in  Husborne  Crawley,  worth 
yearly  £12,  and  worth  to  be  sold  £200,  and  same  ought  to  descend  to  complainant  as  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  and 
next  heir  of  William,  but,  being  a  minor,  his  guardian  James  Charnock,  of  Evershall,  co.  Bedf.,  gent.,  entered  into 
same  on  his  behalf  and  without  his  authority  sold  same  (or  mortgaged  it)  to  Thomas  Seabrook,  of  North  Crawley, 
co.  Bucks.,  husbandman,  for  ,685,  to  complainant’s  great  damage,  and  Abraham  Grissill,  of  Heath,  par.  of  Leighton 
Buzzard,  co.  Bedf.,  butcher,  being  sorry  for  complainant,  advanced  him  some  money  in  Sept,  last,  complainant 
being  then  of  full  age,  by  deed,  which  was  in  trust  only  [dispute  re  money]. 

Answer,  dated  31  May  1662,  of  Abraham  Grissell,  re  sd.  dispute  [nothing  further  re  Audley]  (C.P.  before  1714, 
C.8,  Mitford  207/1). 


AUDLEY  v.  SEABROOKE 

12  May  1662.  Answer  of  Thomas  Seabrooke  to  bill  of  complaint  of  John  Audley,  agreeing  that  William  Audley 
and  Tabitha  his  wife  were  seised  of  lands,  etc.,  in  bill  mentioned,  but  does  not  believe  same  came  to  complainant 
as  heir-at-law,  as  part  was  formerly  conveyed  away.  He  believes  that  after  death  of  Thomas  Audley,  his  father, 
complainant  by  James  Charnocke  entered  into  a  mess,  and  lands  and  that  was  all  he  had.  James  Charnocke  was 
complainant’s  guardian,  and  in  Mch.  1659  sold  the  inheritance  of  sd.  land  to  defdt.,  with  plaintiff’s  consent 
[C.P.  before  1714,  C.8,  Mitford  147/3]. 


AUDLEY  v.  CHARNOCK 

7  June  1662.  Answer  of  James  Charnocke,  one  of  defdts.to  bill  of  complaint  of  John  Audley.  Believes  William 
Audley  and  Tabitha  his  wife  were  seised  of  mess,  and  premises  named  in  bill,  and  they  came  after  the  death  of 
William  and  Tabitha  to  complainant,  as  their  heir,  who  was  then  under  21,  being  about  18,  and  he  chose  defendant 
as  his  guardian,  who,  on  his  behalf,  entered  into  sd.  premises  and  reed,  rent  for  same  from  Thomas  Seabrook, 
Robert  Audley,  Crenoley  Miller,  and  Mr.  Barnwell  [dispute  re  sd.  rents  and  money  reed.]  (C.P.  before  1714,  C.8, 
Mitford  142/3).

This  is  the  only  family  of  Audley  I  have  found  in  Yorkshire,  and  its  record 
there  extends  but  to  50  odd  years.  I  have  assumed  that  Richard  “  Audraye,”  who 
died  in  1568,  was  a  brother  of  Christopher  Audley,  who  died  in  1585  ;  and  that 
Jennet  “  Audlad,”  widow,  who  died  in  1597,  was  a  sister-in-law.  This  Jennet  may, 
indeed,  have  been  mother  to  Christopher’s  brother’s  daughter,  the  Bettris  Audley 
of  1585. 

There  are  no  entries  relating  to  the  Audleys  in  the  Patrington  register  after 
1622,  and  it  would  look  as  if  Christopher  Audley  bom  1586,  and  his  son  Christopher 
born  1608,  left  the  parish.

The  parentage  of  Edward  Audley,  who  first  appears  in  the  Alrewas  register 
in  1675,  remains  quite  unknown.  The  only  clue  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  of  his 
having  owned  some  property  in  Lichfield,  where  the  registers  (three  churches  and 
the  Cathedral)  have  not  been  searched  for  Audley  entries.  It  is  clear  from  all  the 
evidence  that  his  descendants  died  out  in  the  male  line  ;  though  Elizabeth  Audley, 
who  married  John  Jee  about  1740,  has  direct  representatives  living,  including  Sir 
John  Audley  F.  Aspinall,  long  eminent  in  the  railway  world.

Warw.,  D.D.,  had  a  certain  estate  in  Lichfield,  which  he  was  inclined 
to  dispose  of,  being  a  burgage  mess.,  dwelling  house  or  tenement  (now  divided  into  two  messes.)  in  Stow  Street 
als  Lombard  Street,  which  he  had  frequently  offered  to  sell  for  less  than  £200,  complainant  entered  into  agree¬ 
ment  with  sd.  to  buy  same  for  £200,  which  was  more  than  they  were  worth,  and,  being  at  that  time 

under  21,  requested  Sir  1  hennas  Gresley,  late  of  Drakelowe,  co.  Derby,  bart.,  since  deed.,  a  friend  of  complainant’s, 
to  become  surety  lor  him,  and  Sir  Thomas  by  bond  dated  22  Nov.  1753  became  bound  to  John  Audley  in  £400 
or  the  payment  of  £200,  which  complainant  was  to  retund  Sir  Thomas,  and  in  furtherance  of  sd.  purchase,  at 
ccmp.ainnnt  s  request,  sd.

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Answer  of  John  Audley,  D.D.,  taken  9  Nov.  1765,  at  house  of  Mr.  John  Clay  Hallen,  Temple  Street,  B’ham,  con¬ 
cerning  sd.  premises,  mentioning  he  brought  a  suit  against  Dame  Wibnot  Gresley,  which  was  tried  at  Derby  at 
Lent  Assizes  1763,  for  payment  of  the  money  (no  genealogical  details),  and  knows  nothing  of  complainant’s  share 
in  matter  (C.P.  1758-1800,  C. 12,  897/13). 


BONELL  v.  AUDLEY

and  Anne  Jordan,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  and  making  Edward  Audley  and  John  Walter  guardians  of  sd. 
daus.  till  their  ages  of  21,  they  receiving  the  rents  and  profits  of  sd.  premises  on  behalf  of  sd.  daus.  Soon  after 
deed.’s  death  Lancelot  Rutter  mard.  Catherine  Jordan  and  appointed  complainant  his  attorney  concerning  his 
wife’s  inheritance.  Soon  after  marriage  sd.  Rutters  went  to  France  to  live  and  contracted  debts  there,  and 
complainant  lent  them  money,  but  sd.  Catherine  being  still  a  minor  he  has  not  been  repaid,  and  they  have  com¬ 
bined  with  sd.  Audley  and  Walter  so  that  he  has  not  been  paid  (long  account  of  Rutter's  debts  in  France,  but 
nothing  re  Audley).

Staff.,  gent.,  that  James  Barrs  of  B’ham,  whitesmith,  being  or  pretending  to  be  seised  of  divers  messes.,  that 
is  8  messes,  in  a  common  yard  in  Digbeth  Street,  B’ham,  subject  to  a  term  of  500  years  beginning  24  Dec.  1755, 
having  occasion  to  borrow  £200  to  pay  £120  to  Dorothy  Wharton,  of  Bordesley,  par.  of  Aston,  co.  Warw.,  v.id., 
in  which  the  premises  were  then  vested,  borrowed  the  money  of  complainants  and  by  an  indenture  of  24  May 
1764  sd.  premises  were  conveyed  to  complainants  {re  sd.  premises  and  mortgage  thereon  ;  nothing  further  re 
Audley )  (C.P.  1758-1800,  C.12,  Bdle.

Audley 
certified  before  Mr.  Spateman  that  he  was  burd.  in  woollen  only  ;  on  2  May  1690  John, 
infant  son  of  John  Linford,  was  burd.,  and  Katherine  wife  of  Edward  Audley,  yeoman, 
certified  similarly  on  20  June  1690  ;  on  23  June  1694  J°hn  Audley  certified  to  by  Jane 
Milner  ;  on  20  Aug.  1695  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Edward  Audley,  of  Orgreave,  certified  to  by 
Jane  Miller.

Mary 
was  bapt.  there  8  Dec.  1703  ;  and  Elizabeth  8  Apl.  1705.  Mary,  dau.  of  Roger  Hale  and 
Mary  (Audley)  was  bapt.  there  27  Aug.  1734  and  burd.  there  1795.  The  Rev.  John  Audley, 
Vicar  of  Curdworth,  died  2  Apl.  1782  and  was  burd.  at  St.  Philip’s,  B’ham,  t;  Apl.  1782. 
His  brother  Edward  Audley  was  burd.  at  St.  Philip’s,  23  Apl.  1771.  Their  sister  Mrs.  Hale 
died  before  1744. 

Mr.  Bickley  also  sends  me  the  lawyer’s  original  abstract  of  “Mr.  Gee  of  Orgreave’s 
Bond  to  Mr.  John  Nuttall  of  Fradley  in  £160  upon  his  marr.  with  Mrs.  Eliz:  Audley,  being 
by  way  of  Settlemt.”  “  J.  G.  is  shortly  by  God’s  permission  to  be  marryed  to  E.  A.  of  O. 
afd.  spr.  &  will  thereby  become  possest  of  &  intitled  to  a  very  Considble.  Stock  & 
personal  Estate  ”  ;  no  date  given  ;  mentions  “  her  Bror.  J:  A:  and  her  sisters  M:  C:  & 
S:  A:  ” 

From  Foster’s  Alumni  Oxonienses  we  learn  that  John,  son  of  John  Audley,  of  B’ham, 
gent.,  matric.  28  Mch.  1724,  aged  17,  from  Wadham  Coll.  ;  B.A.  Magdalen  Coll.  1727  ; 
M.A.  1730;  B.D.  1739;  D.D.  18  Jan.  1742-3.  The  Rev.  Lancelot  Mitchell,  Rector  of 
Curdw'orth,  tells  me  that  Audley  was  Vicar  there  1766-82,  succeeding  Mr.  Dickinson,  who 
died  Oct.  1765.  He  never  resided,  and  under  an  agreement  of  10  June  1766,  witd.  by  John 
Derington  and  Ann  Williams,  farmed  out  living  to  John  Willday,  farmer  and  maltster,  of 
Dunton,  par.  of  Curdworth,  for  2  years  at  ^80  per  annum  ;  agreement  renewed  9  Feb. 
1769  for  3  years,  first  year  ending  29  Sept.  1769.  Willday  paid  a  curate,  and  agreement  was 
carried  on  till  Willday’s  death  in  Apl.  1774,  after  which  Airs.  Willday  carried  on  under 
agreement  of  1  Mch.  1775,  for  £90  per  annum,  she  paying  curate.  Receipts  dated  30 
Sept.  1782  and  30  Jan.  1783  record  last  payment  of  £qo  due  to  late  Dr.  Audley,  signed  by 
“Robert  (?)  Hale,  for  my  daughter  Mary  Hale.”  Audley ’s  appointment  as  Vicar  of  Curd¬ 
worth  is  listed  in  Gent.'s  Mag.,  June  1766,  p.  296.  From  Nichols’s  Literary  Anecdotes  we 
learn  (IX.,  562)  that,  after  the  death  of  the  well-known  divine  Matthew'  Horberv  (1707  ?— 73), 
“his  intimate  friend  and  contemporary,  John  Audley,  D.D.  who  died,  Senior  Fellow  of 
Magdalen  College,  April  2,  1782,  at  his  native  town  of  Birmingham,  was  the  author 
of  the  following  Inscription  designed  for  his  Monument  in  Stanlake  Church,  Oxon.” 
Nichols  gives  this,  but  adds  that  “another  Inscription,  not  so  full,  appears  on  the  Monument.” 

Joseph  Hill,  in  his  Booh  Mahers  of  Old  Birmingham,  1907,  p.  88,  includes  among 
early  practitioners  “  the  Audleys  (father  and  son)  ....  Dr.  Aud ley’s  family  house  was 
in  Spicer  Street:  it  lay  back  from  the  road,  the  site  being  nowr  occupied  by  the  Criterion.” 
The  Rev.  Richard  Riland  of  Sutton  Coldfield  thus  wrote  to  his  son  Richard,  on  19  heb. 
1756,  after  a  great  storm  of  wind  :• — •“  Tho.  Bonell  w’as  upon  the  Coldfield  in  the  most 
raging  time  of  it,  being  sent  on  a  very  necessary  errand  to  Birm.  for  a  midwife  to  his 
Bonella.  He  bro’t  with  him  Mr.  Audley,  and  on  Friday  she  bro’t  forth  a  son,  to  whom 
I  gave  the  name  of  Thomas  Porter.”  ( Three  Centuries  of  a  Family  Living,  by  Rev.  \Y.  K. 
Riland  Bedford,  1889,  p.  36.) 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  Homer  sends  me  a  marr.  lie.  from  Lichfield  “  Peter  Heathcoat, 
of  Abbots  Bromley,  yeo.,  aged  21  and  upwards,  and  Sarah  Jee,  of  same,  spinster,  aged  21 
- — at  Abbots  Bromley — bond  26  Nov.  1777.” 
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Mr.  A.  W.  Read  sends  a  note  of  a  deed  (No.  181822)  in  the  Birmingham  Reference 
Library,  dated  20  Oct.  1761,  by  which  Thomas  Bullock,  of  B’ham,  bricklayer,  mortgages 
certain  lands,  etc.,  in  par.  of  St.  Martin’s,  B’ham,  for  £250,  to  John  Audiey,  of  Orgreave,  co. 
Staff.,  surgeon  ;  John  Clay  Hallen  and  Joseph  Carles  wits. 

From  the  Rev.  C.  S.  James  I  learn  that  on  30  Mch.  1757  Edward  Audiey,  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  surgeon,  leased  to  George  Carless,  of  the  same,  butcher,  the  messuage  wherein  Thomas 
Brabson  did  lately  dwell,  near  Green  Lanes,  in  par.  of  Aston.  Also  that  Edwa.  Audiey 
witnessed  the  will  of  Joseph  Carles,  of  Birmingham,  15  Mch.  1745. 

The  Birmingham  Directory  for  1770  contains  the  name  of  Edward  Audiey,  surgeon, 
No.  53  New  Street.
